‘Photograph of a Murderer Wanted in Du-

The police made free use of their clubs, and 
two of the rioters were injured. One of them. 
Matthew Sullivan, was so badly hurt about 
the head that he was removed to St. John's 
Hospital in an ambulance. The militia de- 
voted itself to the protection of the barns. 
Its position was rendered uncomfortable 
by the utter absence of food. At 4 
o’clock it had heard no word from the 
commissary department, and a rumor was 
abroad that the strikers bad waylaid the men 
who were to have taken provisions to the 
troops. Since 6 o’clock this morning the men 
had had nothing to eat, and there was every 
prospect they would continue on duty all 
night. At3o’clock A and K companies of 
the Forty-seventh Regimefit were ordered to 
Flushing avenue and Union street. This left 
only two companies of ‘the whole brigade in 
reserve. 

Cars Are Destroyed, 

Flushing avenue and Broadway, Brooklyn, 
was the storm center of the strike and the 
scene of a riotous demonstration at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon. Strikers from all directions 
congregated at that point, and in a short time 
between 2,000 and 3,000 persous were on the 
spot. They were summoned by pickets, and 
responded in large numbers. Cars Nos. 810 
and 820 of the Sumner avenue line 
were attacked and made the object 
of the strikers’ riot. The mob, howl- 
ing, yelling, and throwi stones, 
surrounded the cars and threatened to kill the 
motormen and conductors if they did not 
leave their posts. When they refused the car 
was boarded and the men dragged from their 
places. The policemen were unable to con- 
trol the crowd and had to telegraph for rein- 
forcements. The cars were wrecked com- 
pletely. A number of women were on board 
when the rioting ‘started, and they became 
hysterical and had to be carried away. Great 
excitement prevailed in the neighborhood.

New York, Jan. 19.—[Special.]—In a little 
overa month from now the process of de- 
struction of a New York social landmark, the 
Astor residence, Fifth avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street, will begin. March 2 Mrs. Astor 
will sail for Havre. She has recently secured 
in Paris a big apartment in one of the finest 
new buildings on the Champs Elysées, which 
she leases by the year. There is a quite a stir 
and a- bit of sentimental interest in the 
matter. 

Mrs. Astor has had cards out for some time 
for a dinner she gives Tuesday evening, Jan. 
29. This is not to be for the younger-set,”’ 
as was the last, for she has invited old and 
tried friends. It will be the last time she will 
entertain at that board. She has announced 
her intentions to her friends of entertaining 
on as comprehensive a scale in Paris as she 
ever did in New York, and will be in entire 
readiness when the season begins there 
April 1. 

The really interestmg point as to the Paris- 
ian residence isthe impression exists that 
Mrs. Astor will endeavor to place her 
daughter, Mrs. Coleman Drayton, in society 
in Paris, either in the resident Amerivan set 
or in the purely Parisian. 

Mrs. Astor’s present expectation is to re- 
turn for the Newport season and open Beech- 
wood, her cottage on Bellevue avenue, and 
then to come back to New York for next 
winter’s period of social gayety.

COMPROMISE IN THE CHICAGO GAS DEAL. 


Rumors in New York Hint at a Settlement 
of Conflicting Interests 

New Lonx, Jan. 19.—| Special. |—The prin- 
cipal rumor of the day concerning Chicago 
Gas was that of compromise between con- 
flicting interests. It was intimated that 
the present hoiders of gas were will- 
ing to buy some of the oil proper- 
ties held by the other interests. 
It was also asserted confidently that there 
would be a reversion in the courts of the 
proposition that the Fidelity Trust receipts 
could not be voted. A good authority 
on gas said: The people who hold 
a majority of the stock expect gas will 
ultimately sell much higher on its earnings 
and dividends, but for the present they will 
not be averseto seeing moderate fluctua- 
tions in the price. In fact, they may pro- 
mote them with a view to reducing the average 
cost of their holdings. It would not be 
surprising if gas fluctuated between 70 and 80 
for some months. It is learned from people 
who have heretofore been right on gas ˖ 
the present movement is one entirely of 
manipulation and has no basis in any 
changed condition in the companies’ affairs. 
It is claimed that from now on there will be 
more mystery attached to gas than has been 
the case heretofore, ana that it will be a kind 
of New England in that respect. As to a 
compromise with opposing interests; a com- 
promise has undoubtedly become la near 
possibility. Others, however, who have been 
in gas and are now out, it is said, intend to 
stay out permanently.’

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/BLEOTION BOARD NOMINATIONS 
JUDGES AND OLERKS. 


Care Will Be Taken in Selecting Only the 
Best Men=Division When No t 
Is Named for OffictaleExaminations 
Will Be Held This Week=—Civic Feder- 


ation’s Ald=Judge Adams Holds Tan- 
ner’s Language Is Not Libelous=Fight 
for Treasuryship Nomination. 

There was a meeting of the Election Board 
yesterday to arrange for the appointment of 
the judges and clerks of election for the com- 
ing year. These judges and clerks will assume 
their duties preceding the coming spring elec- 
tion, and the new board is taking unusual 
care to see proper men are selected. A com- 
munication in accordance with the instruc- 
tions of the board was sent to the Executive 
committees of the political organizations by 
Chief Clerk Hertz a day or two ago. This let- 
ter requested the committees representing 
the political parties to recommend to the 
board the names of one judge and one clerk 
from each election precinct of the city. The 
committees were alsodirected to give special 
care to the qualifications of the men they re- 
commended, 


decided to appoint one Republican, one Dem- 
ocrat and one People's party judge in each 
precinct. The law requires that if there are 
three parties represented on the Election 
Board each party so represented is entitled to 
an election judge in each precinct. It may 
be that in some of the precincts the People’s 
party will not recommend a judge and the 
resolution adopted provided that in the pre- 
cinets where a People’s party judge could not 
be found in one-half of the precincts so 
affected two Republican judges and one Dem- 
ocratic judge be named and in the other half 
two Democratic judges and one Republican 
judge be appointed. 

Heretofore when a third party has not been 
represented on the board it has been custom- 
ary to appoint two Republican judges in the 
odd numbered precincts and two Democratic 
judges in the even numbered precincts. The 
law provides for two clerks, and in making 
the appointments one Democratic and one 
Republican will be appointed, as has been 
the custom heretofore, It is expected the va- 
rious cummittees will make their recommen- 
dation not later than Thursday mornimg, and 
on President Badenoch’s suggestion the board 
will be in session from 3’clock p. m. until 
9 o’clock p. m. to examine a portion of those 
recommended. Itis probable the examina- 
tion will be more rigid than in previous years 
and the applicants, it is understood, will be 
examined as to penmanship and also in the 
matter of the computation of figures, 

There was an informal discussion in refer- 
ence to recommending to the Legislature 
amendments to the present election law, but 
no definite action was taken. The Clerk was 
instructed to prepare lists of the names of 
those recommended by the political commit- 
tees for judges and clerks and give them to 
the press for publication, and also to prepare 
a list of those nominated for the use of the 
public. The official list will be retained by 
the board. 

The Civic Federation has interested itself in 
the matter of securing competent and impar- 
tial judges and clerks, and has taken steps to 
codéperate with the political committees in se- 
lecting the right kind of men. It has also in- 
formed me bodrd it will render all the assist- 
ance it eau in looking up the records of the 
men nominated. 


MAYOR MAY FILE A NEW DECLARATION, 


Judge Acams Rules the Language of the 
Tanner Cireular Is Not Libelous. 

Judge Adams entered an order yesterday 
allowing Mayor Hopkins’ attorneys to file an 
amended declaration in the action which the 
Mayor commenced sometime ago against 
John R. Tanner, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central committee. The court also 
sustained the demurrer filed by Mr. Tanner’s 
attorneys, but did not hold that the words 


“blackmail levied by Mayor Ho ines 
upon the vices of Chieago were. liel 
ous. The result of yesterday’s decision 
is that Duncan and Gilbert, the attorneys of 
the Mayor, will filea new declaration which 
will include all of the circular Mr. Tanner is- 
sued just before the November election. 
This contained the words quoted in the first 
declaration of the Mayor when he filed his 
550.000 suit for damages. It was a cam- 
paign circular and caused a great commotion 
among the Democrats, and Mayor 
Hopkins had Chairman Tanner arrrest- 
ed for criminal libel. The Chairman of 
the Republican committee waived examina- 
tion and was held to the grand jury, but the 
grand jury failed to indict. While this action 
was pending and before the election Mr. 
Hopkins commenced a civil action for 850, 
000 damages and filed a declaration in which 
it was maintained the words biackmail lev- 
ied by Mayor Hopkins upon the vices of Chi- 
cago”’ were libelous. The court heid yester- 
day that the declaration was not specific. 

In the 8 election contest the 
attorneys for the Mayor flled a demurrer yes- 
terday to the bill of review filed by George B. 
Swiftin November. Judge Carter had gone 
to the funeral of Gen. Stiles and nothing was 
done in regard to setting a day for the hear- 
ing of the case, but Mr. Honoré, representing 
the Mayor, before he left the court filed also 
a motion for the dismissa! of the bill of review. 
The demurrer asks the bill be dismissed on 
the ground itis indefinite in its allegations 
and does not make out a case for a contest or 
a count of the ballots cast at the election for 
Mayor, The attorneys for the Mayor allege 
the so-called bili of review is in the nature of 
u chancery proceeding, with which the County 
Court has nothing todo. Under the order en- 
tered by Judge Carter a few days ago the mo- 
tion to dismiss can be called up for argument 
on one day’s notice by either side.

Opposition to Prevent the Nomination 
of Gov, Nelson=Scandal Cuts a Figure 
in the Kansas Contest and the Opposi- 
tion Hopes te Pick a Candidate to De- 
feat J. R. Burton, Whe Leads Reed 
Favors an Increased Beer Tax. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The. 
significance of the adjournment of the Repub- 
lioan Senatorial caucus after the sixth ballot 
early this morning did not develop until 
later in theday. Gov. Nelson, it is believed, 
would have been nominated on the seventh or 
eighth ballot had the voting gone on, as he 
was copstantly gaining strength. Then came 
a sudden change in the situation, It was the 
field against Nelson instead of the field against 
Washburn. The supporters of the latter joined 
forces with the Comstock and McCleary men, 
and succeeded in obtaining adjournment and 
transferring the contest to the open Legisla- 
ture, This lull in the combat gives tame for 
the arrangement of new combinations. Just 
what shape these will take is problematical. 
On the surface there is no apparent 
change, except that the Washburn forces, 
though formally resolving at a meeting today 
to stick to their man, reveal the hopelessness 
born of desperation. They are more deter- 
mined and more bitter than any of the others,, 
and seem resolved in any event that Nelson 
must be defeated. If it comes to a point 
where they find they cannot elect Washburn 
they say it will be either of the other eandi- 
dates except Nelson. That is why Comstock 
and McCleary feel that their stock is going 


up and that they are in a better position than 


either of the other candidates. Meantime the 
friends of Gov. Nelson are serenely confident 
of the outcome. 

Ata second meeting of Washburn’s sup- 
porters today a compact organization for the 
campaign was formed. Each leader was as- 
signed to some particular part of work, and 

Senator’s friends now claim to have what 
they have sadly lacked heretofore, a complete 
organization wherewith the most effective 
work can be accomplished. Nelson’s man- 
agers will lose no time in perfecting plans to 
offset this action of the Washburnites, 

The talk tonight is in favor of calling an- 
other caucus on the Senatorship and one may 
be held Monday night. 


SENATORIAL SITUATION IN KANSAS, 


The Opposition Will Prevent if Possible 
the Nomination of J. R. Burton. 

Torka, Kas., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—-The 
Senatorial contest now being waged for the 
Republican caucus nomination for United 
States Senator to succeed John Martin is 
hourly becoming more interesting. J. R. 
Burton, being the leading man in the race, is 
naturaily the target for the attacks of all the 
other candidates, who have resorted to bitter 
personalities. He is accused of having had 
too much fondness for the society of 
women a few years ago. Advantage has 
been taken of the adjournment of the caucus 
until next Monday night to put petitions in 
circulation ip ail parta of the State appealing 
to members of the Legislature who are now 
his supporters to vote against him.

REED FAVORS INCREASED BEER TAX. 


Senator Aldrich Telis What Republicans 
Will Do to Restore Confidence, 


Provipgence, R. I., Jan. 19.—[Special.]— 
Thomas B. Reed and Senator Nelson W. 
Aldrich, Republican leaders of the House and 
Senate respectively, were the guests of the 
Lincoln Republican Association tonight. Four 
hundred sat down to the tables, Senator 
Aldrich spoke along the lines of what the Re. 
publicans in the Senate were doing to restore 
confidence. se assured his hearers that the 
vicious financial bills presented by the Demo- 
crates would never be passed, for the Repub- 
licans would stand as a solid wall in the 
way. If the Democrats would consent to 
an increase of customs duties or revenue 
duties or to the issuing of low-rate 
bonds the Republicans would help them.

BANKS HOLD HIS BOGUS BONDS. 


Edwin O. Quigley Is Cheerful Enough 
While Telling of His Transactions. 


New Yorn, Jan: 19.—[{Special.]|—No less 
than half a dozen banks throughout the coun- 
try. as well as many private individuals, now 
hold batches of the bogus bonds floated by Ed- 
win O. Quigley, who yesterday pleaded guilty 
this morning to forgery. It developed that Quig- 
ley had had $460,000 worth of bonds, in all, 
printed. Of this amount $100,000 of Daven- 
port, Ia., bonds are believed to be genuine. 
About $216,000 worth is yet to be accounted 
for. 

The man who printed $460,000 of them 
visited Quigley today atthe Tombs, He is 
young F. R Warley, manufacturing stationer, 
No, 108 Broadway, who came here from Cin- 
cinnati four years ago. That he is an honor- 
able man there seems no possible doubt. This 
afternoon. when Quigley was told that Printer 
Warley had stated that he had printed, in all, 
$460,000 worth of bonds for him, including 
$100,000 worth of Davenport bonds, he 
looked surprised. 

's anne he said, “I don't be- 
lieve he printed within $200,000 of that 
amount. But then I may be mistaken.” 

„Were any of the Davenport bonds float- 
ed?’ he was asked. 

“The bogus isfue of Davenport bonds,” he 
replied, are in the Mercantile Bank. Fur- 
ther than that I don’t know. A great many 
of the bonds which Mr. Warley printed for 
me were spurious, They are g collateral 
and are pledged with different banks. That 
truth will out is an old saying, but it is a true 
one.“ 

A lawyer named Pletcher, No. 29 Broad- 
way, is attorney for several banks. He would 
not say what banks he represented, but said 
three of them hold municipal bonds forged 
by Quigley. He would not give the names of 
the three banks, for, as he said, it would be 
improper. Mr. Fletcher was asked what the 
total amount of forged bonds issued by Quig- 
ley was so far as known. ; 

‘I think it will be under $250,000,” he 
said. We have all the bonds he put out. 
All the bonds forged are included in the list 
of municipalities already made public. There 
are Cleveland, Harrisburg, Zanesviile—well, 
whatever the list is. I cannot remember at 
this moment.“ °

It Saves Expense of Repairs, for the Police 
Fall to Prevent. 

Conservative business-men near the Stan- 
ton Avenue Police Station have given up 
locking their safes when they close their stores 
for the night. They bimply set the combina- 
tion at the double 0 and hang a card on 
the door, which reads as follows: 


NOTICE TO BURGLARS! ; 

: Use no explosives on this safe. : 
: The door is not locked. 
: Open it and help yourself. : 
Morris Hirsch’s grocery store, Prairie ave- 
nue and Thirty.fifth street, was entered by 
burglars just before daylight yesterday morn- 
ing for the third time in six months. The 
front window was smashed with a stone. -The 
proprietor had profited by the experience of 
others and left the safe door unlocked. The 
burglars were saved the trouble of blowing it 
open and Mr. Hirsch saved the cost of repair- 
ing the damage. The visitors took $8 in 
small change and, to show their appreciation 
for the arrangements made for their #recep- 
rn replaced everything (except the $8) 


A safe is no good in this locality except 
case of fire,” said Mr. Hirsch. I leave mint 
unlocked, as many others do, simply to save 
repairs, What we need is better police pro- 
tection.” 

Burglaries are becoming so frequent in that 
neighborhood that the business-men are talk- 
ing of sending a petition to the City Council 
asking for better police protection. They say 
they have tried everything else without effect. 
More than a dozen rubberies have taken place 
in the last ten days within a half dozen blocks 
from the police station. Neither the police 
nor the private nightwatchmen have reported 
anything, but new evidence of their presence 
is discovered almost every morning. They 
have confined their work principally to 
business houses, though several residences 
have been entered and both money and goods 
taken. From the business houses many hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of goods have been 
stolen, 

Early yesterday morning three business 
places were entered. Ali were within a block 
of Indiana avenue and Thirty-fifth street. 
The same gang probably did all the jobs, 
as the plan of operation was the same. No 
care was taken to do a fine piece of work 
from a professional standpoint. The men 
simply threw paving stones through the plate 
giass windows and passed in and out through 
the ample hole, 

The first place entered was a grocery store, 
No. 3500 Indiana avenue, owned by Phili 
Maher. A woman who lives up-stairs hea 
the crash of glass and surmised what had hap- 
pened, but was too frightened to give the 
alarm. The thieves took a little of every- 
thing, including the money: left in the cash 
drawer, a lot of cigars and tobacco, fine 
liquors, and canned goods. The night watch- 
man employed to watch three buildings on 
the corner, was not disturbed by his callers. 

The robbers visited Frank Sims’ barber 
shop, No. 3506 Indiana, smashed in the win- 
dow in the same manner, explored the cash 
drawer, but got nothing. The back door of 
the shop had been forced a few nights before, 
but the thieves were frightened away by a 
dog. The same night they broke intoa sta- 
ble owned by Mr. Wolf next door and stole a 
fiae new set of harness. Mr. Wolf’s store, 
No. 304 Thirty-fifth street, was entered and a 
small amout of. money and goods taken two 
nights later. The same night Mitchell’s 
drug store, Thirty-fifth and Indiana avenue, 
was entered by smashing a $50 plate-giass 
window and $100 worth of goods was taken.

He Inform Minister Thursten That the 
Rebellion Is Broken. 

Wasutnoeton, D. C., Jan. 19.—Exceedingly 
meager official advice of the trouble in 
Hawaii has been received by Mr. Thurston, 
the Hawaiian Minister here. It came ina 
telegram from President S. B. Dole, sent via 
San Francisco, and reads as follows: 

“Rebellion is broken. Leaders and re- 
maining followers fugitives in the mount 
ains. 

The telegram, the Minister thinks, was 
written on the day the Alameda left Hono- 
lulu. Replying to questions’ as to his prob- 
able course of action the Minister said he did 
not expect at present to call on tne Secretary 
of State in connection with the trouble, nor 
did he intend to ask that a United States ship 
be sent to Hawaii. The government is it- 
self able to put down the rebellion,” he said 
and needs no assistance.

Nuw Tonx, Jan. 19.—[Speclal.— The mat- 
ter of prime importance in New York State 
just now has to do with the continued flow of 
gold abroad. The government's free gold re- 
serve has suffered this week a serious inroad. 
It is uncertain how low the government’s fig- 
ures will be at the end of another week. The 
only sure thing is that the exportation of gold 
how under way has gained such headway and 
has so many important influences back of it 
that in all probability we shall be down to the 
$50,000,000 mark within the next thirty 
days unless something new and alto- 
gether unexpected can intervene, There 
is utter hopelessness in Wall street as to 
any relief to come from Congress. There is 
general expectation that this administration 
will give us still another bond issue. Such 
puerile financiering has not a single gleam of 
encouragement in it for the real business in- 
terests of the country. It is a pitiful situa- 
tion when there seems to be no other way of 
affording relief to national business interests, 
and even this is now unfortunately befogged 
and beclouded by the queer proceedings of 
the national Treasury Department in making 
alliances with bankers only to fool and sneer 
at them afterwards. Of course, it is always 
possible that Congress will do the unexpected 
thing and some sort of relief legislation may 
after all be rushed through before adjourn- 
ment, 
Unhappiness in General Business. 

Unless there is quick action, however, we 
are sure to see gold exports mightily accel- 
erated instead of lessened, Conservative 
bankers no longer hesitate to say they are 
worried over this particular feature of the 
outlook. Information as to what is going on 
in business circles, though new, is not en- 
couraging. At Fall River and elsewhere 
heavy cuts are being made in the list prices of 
leading manufacturers. There could be no 
surer reflection of unhappiness in the general 
business situation. | 

Among the speculative stocks Chicago Gas 
has been the leader this week. It has been 
actively assailed, but has not weakened ma- 
terially, Strong speculators have been in- 
duced to get on the short side of tiie stock on 
the theory that such dissensions exist on the 
inside of the property—between the old man- 
agement and the new controllers—that no 
hope is in sight for the betterment of the 
property. Every day there has been an on- 
slaught on the company’s credit. Some of 
these attacks have been exceedingly vicious. 


Ineffectual Raids Upon Chicago Gas. 


In ordinary times and aimed at an ordinary 
property such assaults could not have failed 
to exert a disastrous effegt upon market 
values. But this week the skirmishes against 
the gas have all proved inefféctive, It is note- 
worthy that nota singie reflection upon the 
property has in any way involved or touched 
upon its earning capacity. Sane men are of 
course unable to ignore the fact that a prop- 
erty such as the Chicago Gas company, hav- 
ing such an opportunity to make money, being 
practically a monopoly, is in consequence 
beyond danger from attacks by impromptu 
pools of speculators, In all the assaults 
have been made on the gas trust this week 
not once has Wall street raised the question 
as to its earnings. It is beyond question that 
those earnings are of a volume which warrants 
returns to investors quite equal tq what the 
company been paying. his is true even 
on the basis of figures which represent what 
has been accomplished by the company dur- 
ing the last tweive —— 8 in 
its aspect the worst twelve months to which 
the City of Chicago will have to submit. 

Unfortunately this test which the Chicago 
Gas company can stand is the test which the 
railroads of the country are bothered by. 
Each successive day brings some sort of re- 
port from railway quarters discouraging in its 
showing. Nota single one of the big corpor- 
ations failing to report appallingly low 
earfiings. The biggest corporations are even 
showing big decreases in earnings compared 
with the returns which they were able to 
make during the panic times of a year ago. 
This is deplorable beyond any power of de- 
scription. It signifies—and we might as well 
speak plainly—the extension of bankruptcies. 

ith earnings such as are now being reported 
it will soon altogether cease to be a question 
with our railroads as to what dividends they 
can pay. Their only problem, and a sorely 
pressing one, will be in the devising of ways 
and means whereby even to pay fixed charges, 
such as interest on bonds. 

Notwithstanding ali this Wall street is just 
now affecting to feel bullish. It always gets 
this affection at this time of the year. Facts 
never count in this, for “the January rise 
hus become a tradition in the street. tt is as 
ordinary and as necessary as a new bonnet 
for your wife at Easter—a trifle expensive, 
but it does not last long.

PORMING A OOMMISSION. 


County Judge Carter Calis a Meeting of 
Interested Persons, Whe Give Their 
Opinions as,to the Advisability of Do- 


ing Away with the Jury Trial of De- 
mented Persens<Dactors Argue Fre 
and Con and Legal Opinions Are Also 
Furnished=No Decision Is Yet Reached, 


The question of the adoption in this county 
ofthe new law providing for the trial of in- 
sane cases by a commission of medical ex- 
perts instead of by jury was discussed at 
length at a meeting held in the County Court 
yesterday afternoon. The meeting was called 
by Judge Carter, who extended an invitation 
to physicians and others interested in the dis- 
position of insane cases, Among those who 
responded were Dr. Dewey, Dr. D. R. Brower, . 
Dr. Sidney Kuh, Dr. Boerne Bettman, Dr. 
Alexande:, Dr. H. M. Bannister, Judge R. 8. 
Tuthill, ex-Judges Frank Scales and Richard 
Prendergast, County Physician Fortner, and 
others. Judge Carter announced to the as- 
semblage that he purposed to express no 
opinion himself in regard to the expediency 
of adopting the plan in this county, but he 
desired to hear the views of the medical men 
and others who had experience in connection 
with insane cases. 

Dr. Brower said the whole question could 
be summed up in three propositions: First— 
That insanity is a disease, and the medical 
profession is learning more and more to re- 

ard it as a curable disease. Ina case of tu- 
9 no one would think of appointing a 
jury of laymen to decide whether the patient 
had tuberculosis or not. Insanity is a disease 
much more difficult to detect than tuberculo- 
sis, and it is therefore absurd to leave the 
duty of investigating it to laymen who know 
nothing about medical science. Second—The 
excitement of a jury trial is injurious to an 
insane patient and prejudicial to his recovery. 
Third—The trial of insane cases by a commis- 
sion of medical experts does not endanger 
personal liberty. There is no reason 
to believe that honest *experts would 
unjustly deprive men of their liberty. 
Dr. Brower said the jury system in insane 
cases is in operation only in this State and in 
Colorado, and the new plan has been adopted 
in fifty counties in this State. Dr. Brower 
contended that under the jury system more 
sane men have been sent to asylums than

ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO STATEHOOD. 


Admission Question to Come Up This 
Week in the Senate. 

Wasuiretox, D. C., Jan. 19.—The admis- 
sion of New Mexico and Arizona to Statehood 
is expected to come before the Senate next 
week.

The Sugar Differential to Cause a Breese in 
the House, 8 

Wasutneros, D. C., Jan. 19.—A wide 
range of tariff debate is expected in the 
House next week, at which time it is believed 
Chairman Wilson and other tariff leaders of 
the majority will take occasion to state their 
Views as to the adequacy of the revenue under 
the new tariff lew. Thus far the tariff dis- 
cussion has been confined to the Senate, where 
Mr. Hill’s proposed amend ment to the income 
tax brought out sevetal speeches urging the 
grave emergency arising from the lack of 
revenue under the new law.

An opportunity to present the House view 
of the subject will be given when Mr. Wilson 
reports the bill taking off the one-tenth of a 
cent differential on sugar coming from for- 
eign countries paymg an export bounty. The 
committee has already authorized the Chair- 
man to make a favorable report. It is ex- 
pected the report will be presented early next 
week and that the bill will de made ub soon 
thereafter. Reports from the Ways and 
Means committee are privileged, so that Mr. 
Wilson can secure recognition at any time. 

The action of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee upon the bill to increase the tax on beer, 
which has been referred to it, will depend 
largely upon Secretary Carlisle's opinion of 
the needs of the Treasury. Representative 
McMillin, Chairman of the subcommittee, to 
whom the bill was referred, was at the 
House today after a few days’ absence 
on account of iliness.

PAYS TO BEAN EDITOR 


PARISIAN NEWSPAPERS EXPERT IN 
LEVYING BLAOKMAIL. 


Government Espionage Concerning the 
Private Lives of Politicians and Can- 
didates Makes It Easy for Newspaper 
Spies ta Extort Money - Facts in Three 
Ripe Scandals by Which Socialists Hope 
to Ruin the French Government=Trou- 
ble Expected in Italy. 

The Bismarcks are coming. Dr, von Boett- 
icher, Freiherr von Marschall, and Freiherr 
von Berlepsch are tottering to their fall.

These announcements, coming thick and 
fast in the first days of the week, filled the 
whole horizon of German politics. Then 
came the crash in Paris, the collapse of the 
Cabinet under Socialist and Radical blows, 
the resignation of Casimir-Perier, and the tri- 
umphant peil of the Socialist leaders. Ger. 
man politics was swept out of sight and those 
politicians who have ears to hear heard only 
the tumult in Paris, for there the great ques- 
tions of republic or empire and war or peace 
were again in the balance, 

Since Bismarck made French politics in the

ARMENIANS KILLED BY CIRCASSIANS, 


Many People at Farasha Murdered-zekki 
Pasha May Provobe an Outbreak. 
Bosrox, Mass., Jan. 19.—A letter received 
from a reliable source in Armenia by an Ar- 
menian citizen here contains the following 
statement, which has been corroborated by 
other letters and by advices received by 
Greeks in this city, whose families reside in 
the district: 
** Zekki Pasha has arrived at Harplot with a 
large force and announces his determination 
to colleet from the Christians of the province 
the taxes for three yeers. Business transac- 
tions ate entirely suspended, all stores and 
shops being closed for thirteen days. The 
Christian population is in a state of great ex- 
citement and an outbreak is feared at any 
moment. The inhabitants of the village of 
Farasha, situated on the River of Zahanta, 
Cicilia, were attacked by a band of Circas- 
sians and the slaughter of Armenians was be- 
gun when the Greeks of the neighboring vil- 
lage of Karkaeny hastened to their assistance. 
Some 200 children were saved from massacre 
and the Circassians were put to flight. Turk- 
ish troops numbering 8,000 are stationed at 
all the principal passes. The whole region is 
in a state of terror and business is completely 
paralyzed,” 
Another letter received here says Kriker 
Manaslad, a naturalized Armenian citizen, 
engaged in business in New York, recently 
visited Tokat, bis native city. in Armenia, in- 
tending to arrange to bring his family to this 
country. The night he arrived at home the 
house was surrounded by Turkish soldiers, 
who dragged him from the house almost 
naked and locked him up in jail with two 
murderets. He was kept there for two days 
and then taken to Sassoun in irons, being 
compelled to walk most of the way, while he 
was lashed several times. 
From Sassoun he was taken to Constanti- 
nople on a Turkish steamer, Although care- 
fully guarded on the steamer he managed to 
communicate with some Armenians who in 
Constantinople appealed to the American 
Legation, and on the interference of the lega- 
tion Manasian was re.eased, On being re- 
leaged he demanded £80 ($400) in Turkish 
money which had been taken from him and 
redress for the punishment he had suffered. 
The Turkish Government investigated but 
the authorities at Tokat denied they had 
taken the prisoner’s money.

000 a year. Under this constitution an elec- 
| tion was held. The two candidates for Presi- 

dent were Louis Napoleon, who was a member 
of the Deputies, and Gen, Cavaignac. Lovis Na- 
poleon frequently had proclaimed his love for 
the republic. He received 5,500,000 votes, 
Cavaignac had 1,500,000, and Lamartine, 
who shortly before had been an idol, received 
19,000. 

Louis Napoleon as President. 

Before Bonaparte had been in the Presi- 
dential chair very long he and the Assembly 
collided on several occasions, and the Assem- 
bly each time threatened to depose him or 
imprison him, but he asserted he was the 
representative of the people, and he was in a 
sense, and the Assembly hesitated to carry 
out its threats. In 1851 he planned the 
famous coup d' stat, one of the boldest political 
moves in the history of France. During 
the carrying out of that move four serious 
emeutes occurred in Paris, and the city was 
once in a state of siege. The historian 
Alison, writing of the success of the coup 
d'stat, said: In voting for it the rural pop- 
ulation of France understood it was voting 
for an Emperor and for the repression of the 
Jacobin club of Paris.“ The men who were 
in the secret of Louis Napoleon, and who 
swore to keep it, and did keep it for five 
years, were De Morny, a society swell of 
Paris up to that time, who used his position to 
good purpose for his master, for which he 
was liberally rewarded; De Maupas, De Per- 
signy; Fleury, and Saint Arnaud. They 
plotted the scheme, Victor Hugo. who knew 
them, wrote in The History of a Crime: 
“Tf che crime bad to be committed these 
were the men to do it.“ 

By placards on the walls of Paris it was an- 
nounced the Assembly had been dissolved; 
that universal suffrage had been restored, 
that the Council of State was digsolved, that a 
general election was to be held in France Dec. 
14, and that Paris was in a state of siege. All 
the printing offices in Paris had béen seized 
or were guarded the night before these pla- 
cards were placed in order that no counter 
announcements could be made. Louis Na- 
poleon went to the people and asked them to 
decide between him and the Assembly. He was 
elected. Thearmy,the police, the machine were 
with him, or under his control. Under his 
reign Paris was beautified and many internal 
improvements resulted.

Not- 
withstanding much of the good done by 
Louis Napoleon as Emperor, he was abused 
by the opposition far more severely than 
Casimir-Perier. Rochefort lampooned the 
Emperor; called on the * through La 
Lanterne to make an end Bonapartism, 
because Pierre Bonaparte had killed Victor 
Noir, who had slapped the face of the former. 
Victor Hugo hounded the man to his fall. 

Fall of the Empire. 

The Franco-Prussian war was declared in 
July, 1870, and, in spite of the expectations 
of France, the empire toppled and fell, and 
Sept. 1 of the same year Napoleon III. wasa 
crownless monarch and a pensioner on the 
soil of another country, bis wife a fugitive 
from the Tuileries. 

Sept. 5, 1870, the empire was voted at an 
end by the Assembly. The republic, with a 
committee of seven, The Committee of De- 
tense, composed of Arago, Cremieux, 
Garrier-Pages, Gambetta, Jules Favre, and 
Jules Simon, became a fact—on paper. 
“Oct. 31,” wrote an American who was in 
Paris at the time, within twelve hours, 
Paris had one republican government taken 
prisoner, another set up and the first re- 
stored. 

The Prussian columns had searched the 
City of Paris, and shot and shell were falling 
Bis- 
marck was smoking his pipe and drinking 
beer at the capital of the ancient Kings 
of France. Hunger followed as food became 
scarce. There was no communication with 
the outside world. Christmas day the follow- 
ing bill of fare was served in cne of the fash- 
jonable cafés. The bill is copied from an 
historical book, and is, presumably, correct: 


to it. He was firm, clean-handed, courageous, 


Finally, however, his aaministration failed. 
The Monarchists attacked Thiers in the As- 
sembly and spoke of him as “a fatal old 
man.” The Radicals supported the Mon- 
archists, and Thiers, failing to have a pet 
measure passed, sent in his resignation. it 
was accepted by 362 votes against 348. And 
yet he had pulled France out of the 
quagmire, had concluded peace and 
restored order, and the peasantry believed 
he had given them good crops. He 
was 78 years old when he retired. Hedied at 
the age of 82 in the house where Louis XIV. 
was born. 

MacMahon, the Duke of Magenta, who— 
wounded at Sedan—gave up his command, re- 
turned to Paris forty-eight hours before the 
reign of the Commune, and was given a com- 
mand under Theirs, which he accepted with 
emotion, succeeded Thiers as President May 
24, 1873. He was, as has been aptly de- 
scribed, “a stop-gap until such time as 


the Comte de Chambord or some one 
else should be her King.“ When be 
took the reins there were seven parties in the 
French Chamber. The Legitimists, Orlean- 
ists, and Bonapartists .formed the Right. 
Anarchists, Red Republicans, and decided Re- 
publicans formed the Left. The Center was 
composed of men of moderate opinions, The 
Right and Left quarreled incessantly. Thare 
were feuds, coalitions, hatreds without end. 


MacMahon as a Stop-Gap. 


The Monarchists for a moment seemed to be 
in the lead. They offered to restore Henry V. 
if he would give up the white flag for the tri- 
color. Old MacMahon said if the white 
flag were raised against the tri-color 
the chassepots would go off and he would not 
be responsible. Henry V. concluded to stand 
by his family colors and he was not recalled. 
The Left Center—the Republicans from con- 
viction—were now in the saddle. The ever- 
lasting row betweea the President and the 
Cabinet was lively. The quarrel was intensi- 
fied over the ecrutin de liste and the scrutin 
d' arondissement. The terms puzzled people 
on this side of the Atlantic for awhile, but 
were soon understood. December, 1875, 
the National Assembly was dissolved. 
The new Assembly was too much 
Republican to suit the soldier- President, 
who had won his spurs undeta monarchy. 
Besides, it is charged, his head was turned. 
A new cabinet was formed. It failed to meet 
MacMahon’s ideas and he dissolved it, 

The old warrior held on for two years. One 
day he was required tp sign a resolution 
changing the Generale who commanded the 
four army corps. MacMahon was a soldier 
himself. He refused to sign and resigned. 

Jules Grévy was elected and proclaimed 
President for seven years, Here is a story 
that was told at the time. In 1880 Charles 
X. published his ordinances and placarded the 
roads of Paris with thesame. A young law 
student was tearing them down. An officer 
of the army kicked him. The officer was Mac- 
Mahon. The student was Jules Grévy. 

Grévy was eminently respectable. He gave 
the handsamest dinners and receptions. He 
held his Cabinet meetings in that salle of the 
Elysée hung with paintings of Kings and 
Queens. When his term expired he was 
quietly reélected, not because he was great, 
as was said, but because no one else appeared 
eligible at that time. 


Grevy and His Son-in-Law. 


The average reader is familiar with a 
French scandal that arose out ofa plan of 
one Daniel Wilson to sell promotions in the 
army and the decorations of the Legion of 
Honor. Wilson was the son-in-law of Presi- 
dent Grévy. That was enough—in France. 

Grévy was forced to resign Dec. 1, 1887. 
He was 75 years old. His message contain- 
ing his resignation was rambling, confused, 
and full of anguish, He had no o mpathy 
and a few days after was stricken with 
paralysis. 

The Assembly wrangled for a successor and 
the mob yelled on the streets. The Radicals 
and the Moderates united and elected M. 
Sadi Curnot. His name and his attitude 
on the Wilson scandals elected him.

and held his hand on several attempted uprie- 
ing and crises. More than once the Orleanists 
and Bonapartists made determined efforts to 
return and failed.

Thus it came that, a few weeks 
after hewspapers began to speak of 
Casimir-Perier’s unpopuiagity, Millerand, 


Guesde, and their friends in the Chamber be- 
gan to uncover scandal after scandal, to heap 
corruption on corruption, and lay all at the 
government’s door. Here area few facts in 
three of the eight full-blown scandals which 
the Socialists spread to ruin the government: 

The Paris Prefecture of Police keeps records 
today, as under the Empire, concerning the 
private lives of all politicians, candidates for 
office, and conspicuous foreigners in the city. 
Many spies are employed to collect facts for 
these records. Every Paris newspaper has 
one of these spies on its pay-rolls, and from 
him is able to learn all the police know about 
any conspicuous man’s private life. In other 
words, the police records have been used 
systematically, with the government’s con- 
nivance, for blackmail. Baron Portalis, 
editor-in-chief of the Diw-Neuvieme Siecle, 
for instance, was enabled by the police spy, 
Leclerg, to blackmail a gambling-house- 
keeper out of 60,000 francs ($11,580), He 
had been Jong known as a black mailer, yet at 
the last election he was government candi- 
date in Gien. He would have been one of 
those dangerous prisoners, who knew too 
much. He was allowed to escape, but Girard, 
his business manager, and Leclerq, his police 
spy, were arrested. In another case five 
editors-in-chief formed a syndicate to squeeze 


100,000 francs ($19,300) out of an army 
contractor who had defrauded the War De- 


partment. They agreed, for the sum in

question, to force the War 
to stop the inquiry into the frauds. 
Should he refuse, they said, they 


could bring pressure on enough Deputies to 
defeat him and drive him into the Cabinet. 
The confidence with which they asserted their 
power over a majority of the Deputies gives 
some idea of the manifold ends to which the 
police records were put into politics. The 
bargain was closed and a first payment 
was made, but one of the editors, said to be 
Portalis, did not get his share at once, lost 
his temper, and, by some indiscreet talking, 
blocked further negotiations. The history 
of these cases showed conclusively that, with 
the aid of a government office, the editors of 
Paris were enabled to reach into every de- 
partment with a corrupting hand, to enforce 
the codperation of Deputies in venal schemes, 
and to decree the fate of the Minister who re- 
fused obedienee. 

The forewarning of this week's disaster was 
heard when Guerin, Dupuy’s Minister of Jus- 
tice, declined in the Chamber to shed any 
light on these conspiracies to plunder. But 
the Socialist and Radical enemies of the gov- 
ernment could not be balked by silence in the 
Cabinet. They had calculated upon that. 
When the scandals had been forced to a legal 
issue and editors of such journals as the 
Siecle, the Soir, and the Paris were led off to 
jail they got further proofs of the general 
corruption which the blackmailers had been 
coining into francs. The exposure extended

Matter=A Committees of Nine Will Be 
Named by Chairman Sweet, as instructed 
by the Meeting, to Examine the Vari- 
ous Consuming Devices and Name the 
Ones It Approves for Use. 

More than 100 representative coal dealers 
and other citizens of Chicago interested in 
the suppression of the smoke nuisance gath- 
ered in the City Council chamber yesterday 
afternoon to ider a plan for bringing 
about the suppression of smoke. The confer- 
ence was called at the instance of Health 
Commissioner Reynolds and Chief Smoke In- 
spector Adams, The coal men were unani- 
mous in expressing a willingness to co 
operate with the city officials, and after a two 
hours’ discussion A. L. Sweet, who pre- 
sided at the meeting, was authorized 
by a resolution to appoint a com- 
mittee of nine to examine smoke 
consuming devices, The committee is to 
name the ones it approves, and also to pre- 
pare rules for the proper construction of 
boiler plants and the adaptation of those al- 
ready constructed to smoke-consuming con- 
ditions, Chairman Sweet was given time for 
careful reflection before naming the commit- 
tee, but it must be composed of one architect, 
one engineer, one representative of the city 
administration, and five coal men, Illinois, 
Indiana, West Virginia, Ohio, and Pennsyl- 
vania coal interests each to have one repre 
sentative. After the committee has been se 
lected another meeting will be called by the 
Chairman. 


Calis the Inspectors Biackmailers. 


The conference began amicably enough 
and ended in like manner, but between the 
opening and the close Col. W. P. Bend 
got the floor and deciared that Smoke In- 
spectors in the past had been blackmailers. 

e didn’t say that was the case now, but he 
thought there was a conspiracy to boom 
anthracite and other alleged smokeless coals 
at the expense of Illinois bituminous coal, 
He thought the Smoke Department had too 
much power, He also declared that 
soot in the atmosphere was not un- 
healthful, and said that some 
newspaper editors were monomaniacs on the 
question of smoke, which was the evidence of 
Chicago’s prosperity. The Colonel was ap- 
plauded, but no one else sought to speak in 
the same vein. The other speakers wanted to 
know how they could help rid the town of 
the smoke. There has been considerable gos- 
sip among operators to the effect that the 
Smoke Department was in a conspiracy to 
drive out soft coal by the introduction of cer- 
tain expensive “smokeless” b 

At yesterday’s meeting, however, the Chief 
Smoke Inspector took tne footmg from un- 
der his accusers by proposing to leave the 
question of smoke abatement to the coal men 
themselves, he on his part agreeing to enforce 
tneir grecommendations, As he was practi- 


‘cally the firat speaker there was not much in 


his position to assail and the conference re- 
sulted in the adoption of his suggestions, 


Gets Down to Business. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds called the 
conference to order. He said he had invited 
the attendance of those present because the 
duty of suppressing the smoke nuisance de- 
volved upon himeelf and the Superintendent 
of Police. Hethought soft coals, to which 
much of the prosperity of the city might 
be attributei, could be burned with little or 
no smoke under proper conditions. He left 
to the conference to suggest these, and prom- 
ised that any weli-considered recommenda- 
tions would be gladly received and given the 
most careful consideration. He also asked 
the conference to organize permanently and 
not cease its efforts untii the vexed question 
of the smoke nuisance is settled for the best 
interests of all concerned.” 

Mr. Sweet was chosen permanent Chair- 
man, and from his standpoint the meeting 
was one of the most important gatherings in 
many years. The suppression of smoke was 
un important matter for both the ple gen- 
erally and the coal interests. Mr Sweet 
asked Chief Smoke Inspector Adams to pre- 
sent his views to the gathering. Mr. Adams 
made a full statement. He said the smoke 
abatement problem involved many interests. 
He did not understand that the present ad- 
ministration wanted to discriminate in favor 
of Illinois coal, as that would be a municipal 
boycott. The conference, he said, was to pro- 
tect the interests of Western coai miners and 
operators, and to secure for them that which 
they are entitled to and at the same time 
leave the way clear for a rigid enforcement of 
the smoke ordinances. The recent ag tation 
had decreased the consumption of Iilinois 
coal in Chicago and resulted in a correspond- 
ing increase in the various forms of smoke- 
less fuel, such as anthracite coal, gas, coke, 
oil, and the high priced Eastern coals desig- 
nated as smokeless, For this result the 
Smoke Bureau has no apology to offer or no 
excuse to make.“ 


Waste Coal Means Smoke. 


The Inspector continued by saying that 
over half the heat units formed in coa! were 
wasted in smoke, Perhaps the coal men 
didn’t care about this, but waste coal meant 
smoke, and then other interests began to suf- 
fer. He thought Illinois coal fields owed as 
much to Chicago ad it did to them, 

In attempting to abate the smoke nuisance 
by means of smoke-preventing devices, he 
said the bureau was placed in an embarrass- 
ing position from which it wished to be re- 
leased and said: As the official head of that 
bureau I ask you gentlemen of the coai trade 
to take such action as will secure the 
general adoption of practical smoke- 
preventing devices, and at the same time 
relieve the bureau of any charge which might 
be made against it by interested and sus- 
picious parties,” He said there were thirty 
or forty devices on the market, 75 per cent of 
which were worthless. Merchants were vic. 
tims to smooth talkers. They would put in 

ood devices if they knew what ones to se-

suit which settled nothing, a suit for dam- 
ages which came to little more, a vast deal of 
notoriety for Graef, Bertha, and Das Maer- 
chen,” and a national demand for a view of 
the picture, A specuiator bought the canvas 
and exhibited it the length and breadth of the 
empire at 25 centsa head.

She appeared 
next in Paris, then in Frankfort, and later in 
Brussels. Last spring she made her début in 
a Frankfort theater as a skirt dancer under 
the management of Joseph Deutsch. She 
traveled trom city to city to perform in vari- 
ety shows. The combination collapsed with 
the arrest of Deutsch for forging drafts to the 
amount of 15,000 marks ($3,570). Bertha 
went to St. Petersburg, but etarted for home 
when informed of Graef’s illness. Her inten- 
tion was to go to the funeral Monday, but 
Graef’s friends beard of it and had the police 
warn her to stay away. Bertha is still here, 
but with her manager in jail, her famous 
lover dead. Das Maerchen in a private 
gallery, and her beauty marred by ten years’ 
dissipation, she is not likely to turn more 
heads or ruin more reputations. 

Frou Cosima Wagner, widow of the great 
composer, has made a Beyreuth editor pay 
the penalty of ridiculing her. Some time ago 
she gave her pet dog a birthday party.

which is from 24 to 3½ cents better 
than the rates on flour manufactured 
in this city and shipped East. 
The Chamber of Commerce over three years 
ago brought to the notice of the railroads the 
unfairness and the ruinous effects of this dis- 
crim nation. The Chicégo, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul was willing to make concessions, as 
were also some of the other lines. But the 
Omaha positively refused to enter into any 
agreeinent for the 3 ot rates, and 
threatened in case any of other roads took 
astep in this direction to slash the rates 
in favor of Minneapolis and Duluth.

‘RESTRAINING UNITED STATES MUT- 
UAL FROM KEORGANIZING. 


Creditor Refuses to Accept a New Joint 
Stock Company as Debtor in Place of 
Old Organization—Fire Losses to Date 
for January, Which Is Considered the 
Month of Greatest Moral Hazard=Con- 
dition of Philadelphia Companies=The 
Glens Falls Company’s Statement. 


Jacob Erb, of the law firm of Crews & Erb, 
received a telegram Friday afternoon from 
his partner, Seth F. Crews, in New York, that 
Judge Lacombe of the United States Circuit 

‘Court for the Southern District of New York 
bad granted an injunction restraining the 
United States Mutual Accident Insurance 
company from reorganizing as a joint stock 
company. Mr. Crews obtained the injunction 
in the name of one of his clients in Chicago 
who was a judgment creditor of the company. 
The injunction restrains the reorganization 
until this creditor’s claim is secured by a sat- 
isfactory bond, r, Erb says there are 
$400,000 worth of these judgments 
scattered through the country, and if 
all the creditors resort to similar 
injunctions the company must inevitably go 
under. Thelaws of New York permit and 
provide for the reorganization of mutual in- 
surance companies as joint stock companies. 
But the point made by Mr. Crews was the 
law did not mean and had no right to compel 
his client to accept the new company as a 
debtor in place of the old one for a claim that 
accrued before the reorganfzation,and the court 
sustained the point, Mr. Crews’ motive in 
resisting the reorganization grew out of the 
fact that it was announced in advance the 
stock of the new company would all be taken 
by the management of the old company, 
which would be putting the management of 
the now company, including a surplus of 
$130,000 accumulated by the old company, 
entirely in the hands of a few men and en- 
dungering the claims of creditors all over the 
country. 

The affairs of the old company also have 
been complicated with another corporation 
called the United States Investinent company 
of New Jersey. Aczording to a contract e u- 
tered into four years ago, the investment 
company received all the assets and was to 
receive 25 per cent of the income of the in- 
surance company, and in return it was to take 
exclusive charge of its soliciting department 
and guarantee $20.000 worth of new policies 
every year. Mr. Erbasserts all this was a 
fraudulent proceeding designed to evade the 
laws of New York, and especially the law re- 
quiring an annual report, and to hand over 
the earnings of the insurance company to a 
few of ite officers who were also the officers of 
the investment company. 

The United States Mutual Accident Insur- 
ance compuny was four years ago prohibited 
from doing business in IIlinois by Insurance 
Commissioner Durfee. When he was about 
to make his annual report the company en- 
joined him from saying certain things in his 
report, and he resented the injunction by not 
mentioning the company at ail. The com- 
pany has an office in Chicago now, but its 
Business is done in the name of the invest- 
ment company. 


JANUARY A MONTH UF MORAL HAZARDS, 


Fire Losses for the First Twenty Days of 
the Year Agrregate Nearly $3,000,000, 
Fire losses for the month of January have 

so far been heavy, but not more so than is 

expected forthe month. There have been 
some serious fires reported and these have 
taken in every portiot of the country, from 

Maine to California and from the lakes to 

the Gulf of Mexico. Every State has added 

to the grand total of losses. During the 
week ending yesterday there have been eight 
fires where the loss has exceeded $100,000. 

January is usually a bad month and it is the one 

month in the year when moral hazard counts 

for more than during any other thirty days in 
the calendar. Men who have been unfort- 
unate in business and find on balancing their 
books for the twelve months that they are 
poorer than when they started in with the year 
are more apt togrow eareless than isthe man 
who has been prosperous. A merchant may 
find his stock of goods uasalable and depreci- 
ated in value. Such a man is likely to grow 
careless and to leave matches around where the 
rats can gnaw them. hen there is another 
fire to be added to thelist. The man is honest, 
rhaps, but he trusts too much in Prov.dence. 
anugers call it “selling out to insurance com- 
panies.”” There is a case in point, though 
it does not concern a merchant, which was re- 
ported yesterday to the manager of the West- 
ern department cf one of the New York com- 
panies. Fire destroyed a farm house in Wis- 
consin some months ago and the loss was 
promptly paid. Yesterday a letter was re- 
ceived from the agent of the company at that 
point saying the wife of the man who owned 
the burnt property had told the true story of 
how it happened. They were in need of 
funds and besides om 4 to build on another 
part of the farm a larger and better ap- 
pointed house. They had a policy for $1,500 
covering the house and contents, and one 
night in the late spring they put up beds 
in the Srapaty and put the children to sleep

Interesting Exéroises at the Convent 
the Sacred Heart Yesterday.

BATCH ¢ OF NEW BILLS, 


OIVIO FEDERATION HAS THEM 10 
PRESENT TO LEGISLATURE. 


One Contempiates Civil Service and An- 
ether Provides for a New City Charter 
After the Plan Now in Force in Cleve- 
land, O.—A Third Important Measure 
Deals with the Collection of Taxes and 
Particularly with Regard to Special 


by | Assessments and Their Abuses. 


The Civic Federation is shortly to 22 
to the Legislature a batch of bills which, it 
passed, will at once bring Illinois to the fore 
as u leader in municipal and social reform. 
The bills are numerous, of great variety, and 
will find numerous members who will be 
anxious to present them to the 
of the legislative body. 

The civil service reform bill, drafted by a 
committee, at the head of which is John W. 
Ela, is marked No. 1” on the House cal- 
endar. The charter bill is another important 
candidate for legal sanction. It was prac- 
tically formulated by Prof. E. W. Bemis and 
is modeled after the Federal plan of the mu- 
nicipal charter of Cleveland, O. Prof. Bemis 
visited Cleveland last summer and devoted 
considerable time to a study of its charter. 
The leading feature of the city charter bill, 
adopted from the Cleveland system, is the 
creation of a cabinet of heads of departments 
appointed by the Mayor without confirmation 
by the City Council. This cabinet must ap- 
prove all franchises, The strong point of the 
charter is therefore the location of responsi- 
bility. The granting of these franchises is 
subject to the absolute veto of the Mayor. 

Another rection of the city charter bill con- 
templates a radical change in the primary 
law. If five eitizens in a precinct 
sign a paper asking that a man shall bea can- 
didate for nomination ata primary as dele- 
gate to a convention or in direct nomination 
{or office, be shall have his name printed on 
the Australian ballot at the expense of the 
State, county, or municipality, according as 
the office sought ia a State, county, of munic- 
ipal office. The bill further provades that the 

rimary shall be held under the direction of 
Biate officers and according to the Australian 
baHot law. Five days in advance of the pri- 
mary the names of those — presented 
by petition shall be published in the precinct. 

the formulation of the pian offered by 
Prof, Bemis was given by the Civic Federa- 
tion to John H. Gray of Northwestern Uni- 
versity and Attorney N. A. Partridge of the 
Borden Biock. 
Taxes and Equalization. 

A third important bill relates to the collec- 
tion of reveriue and the equalization of taxa- 
tion. The bill deals particularly with special! 
assessments and the abuses related thereto, 
Judge Harvey B. Hurd and Thomas M. Hoyne 
are the committee in charge. 

The three bills . will doubtiess be 
hard pushed by the Civic Federation. The 
immediate care of the federation’s intereste 
at Springfieid will be intrusted to a lobbyist 
appointed specialiy for the purpose. 

Numerous other bills have been passed 
upon by subcommittees of the Civic Federa- 
tion and will soon be presented to the Legis- 
lation Committee of the Whole, of which W. 
A. Giles is Chairman. It was decided by the 
Civic Federation last spring to present to the 
Generai Assembly bills providing for needed 
legislation along the various lines of reform 
to which the federation is devoted. Accord - 


Gues was made Chairman, was organized, 
embodying thirteen Chicago clubs, including 
the Marquette, Union League, Hamilton, 
Jefferson, Municipal Order ague, and 
Trade and Labor Assembly. Each club ap- 
pointed two delegates and the Municipal com- 
mittee selected seven or eight specialists. 
Subcommuttees were formed and assigned 
— work,

On the authority of his best friend, Tscher- 
naidieff’e origin was as follows: 

Born at Irkouts, in 1857, of a soldier and a 
street beggar, he lived a vagabond life until 
he was 10 years of age. His intelli- 
gence and charm of manners attracted the 
attention of the great tea merchant, Tscher- 
naidieff, who had him brought up and allowed 
him to take his name, and provided him 
liberally with the means to do honor to it. 
But the young Sacha got into such sctapes 
that the patron grew tired of his protégé and 
sent him abroad. He made his début iu the 
career in which he was to shine at Vienna, 
and married a young Polonaise, the pretégé 
ofa lady of rank. The advantages of this 
alliance were soon withdrawn, and the 
young couple came to Vevey, where 
they were soon stranded. The days of prince- 
ly {6tes were yet to come. Olga did all of the 
housework as well as cooking herself, and 
Sacha, having a thorough knowledge of not 
only all the ianguages spoken in Europe, but 
also of all the dialects, became interpreter at 
the Grand Hotei de Vevey. Being promoted 
from time to time it soon became his singular 
prerogative to accompuny into Russia the 
bodies of his countrymen who died in Switzer- 
land. By what clever manipulation did he 
quit this melancholy business to become the 
brilliant adventurer? No one knows. But, 
nevertheless, he turns up in Paris with horses, 
carriages, une petite diva pour maitresse, 
and diamonds as large as chestnuts. 
Driven from Paris, he took a no- 
tion to wend his way into the 
country which had seen him a poor, miserable 
outcast, there to play the grand seigneur. 
Everybody remembered him, but wuen the 
Count Tschernaidieff, in hi+ well turned out 
break, drawn by four spanking bays, ap- 
peared on the highroad or in the village 
streets, a chrysantnemum in his button hole, 
and the beautiful Olga by his side, the people 
cried out: Vive munsieur le comte!” And 
he, generous Prince, saluted gayly, and golden 
louis fell from his hands into those of the old 
wornen, children, and old men. God bless 
your highness, was the response on every 
side, and Sacha, our one-time vagrant, our 
one-time undertaker's assistant, felt that his 
sun had risen. 


His last brilliant stroke was a great enter- 
tainment which he gave one week before his 
collapse. I have preserved the evening’s pro- 
gram. In the afternoon a public concert, 
which lasted into the night, the darkness of 
which. was dispelled by tireworks beyond de- 
scription; a grand dinner of sixty covers at 
the villa, followed by a ball. Steamboats be- 
decked with flags filled the bay, and the moun- 
tain sides, quays, and streets of the town were 
brilliantly iiluminated. A special train from 
Postarlier brought the Paris guests. All 
Switzerland was in a ferment over this grand 
occésion. While the iéte was at its 
height Sacha, having eaten his soup, rose 
from the table and slipped out to personally 
see to the lighting of the 3,000 Venetian 
lanterns in his grounds; after which, worn out 
with fatigue, il s’en alla chez une petite amie, 
where he enjoyed a little supper, eating 
oply a chicken wing, and slept on the sola 
until the hour at which he opened the ball. 
dancing the polonaise with his wife and the 
friend of the Austrian Emperor before his 
many guests, some of whom bore names 
well known and even celebrated throughout 
Europe. A week after this féte, which cost at 
least 50,000 francs, Sacha had fled, his 


horses been sold out, his carriages and ve- 


hicles of every kind seized by those who had 
furnished them, his servants scattered in all 
directions, and upon the ruins of this week’s 
wonder there remained only the bankrupt es- 
tablishment in the Rue Joquelet, now bitterly 
lamenting its folly. : 

Tschernaidieff, after an eclipse of a few 
months, again undertook to play his old 
game in Vienna. Hiscredit exhausted, from 
there he betook himself to Brussels, whence 
he came back to Paris. Three years ago a 
well-known morning paper announced in the 
most cetful terms that M. le Comte Alex- 
andre Tschernaidieff and family were re- 
siding in a chateau near Fontainebleau. At 
the time of the ian’s visit to Paris it was 
reported that on complaint of some jew- 
elers Count Tschernaidieff had been put in 
prison. The case did not come to trial, noth- 
ing more was heard of it, and it is oniy with- 
in a few days that news has reached us of the 
doings of this prince of swindlers. 


A month ago, expelled from Turin, where 
he lived the same ostentatious and luxurious 
life as that I have just described, Tschernai- 
dieff sent a telegram () from Chiagso to 
King Humbert to protest against this arbi- 
trary measure. 

The friends whom he had left at Turin—and 
they were numerous indeed, being made 
up of parasites, his landlord, and his cred- 
itors—demanded his instant return. The re- 


port was current that on account of his lavish } 


gifts in charity he was about to be made a 
member of the Municipal Council—and even 
Commander! On tne very eve of his expui- 
sion a society of workimgmen had marched to 
his house with banners flying in the wind and 
a band of music at their head to give hima 
serenade in testimony of their appreciation 
of his numerous gifts. 

During a few months’ sojournin the charm- 
ing city of the worthy King Tschernaidieff ran 
through 450,000 francs. 

A Paris bank had opened a large credit for 
him through a firm in Turin and the story is 
told that on a trip to Naples, which he had 
made before settling down in Turin, he had 
relieved a lady of high position, who was 
taken with him, of a fortune of 500,000 
francs. 

The woman who has followed him for some 
years from place to place is also very rich, 
— widow, so they say, of a Bordeaux cap- 
italist. 


I will finish in a word, which will sum up 
the character of Tschernaidieff and give some 
idea of his total want of conscience. 

One day when he was telling me of some 
adventure, the exact nature of which I do not 
now remember, some one suddeniy stopped 
him. But, said the lady who had inter- 
rupted him and who was greatly offended, 
* you are not thinking of what you are say- 
ing; what you did was no more nor less than 
a swindle!’’ 

It was thought that, thoroughly ashamed of 
himself, he was going to make some excuse, 
but to the contrary, carried away as if by a 
high compliment, Tschernaidieff threw his 
head back with a merry air and exclaimed in 
a triumphant voice: Swindling ; yes, my 
dear. Iam the genius of that art.’

HE snow is deep in the park, the pond 
is le- bound, the very sunlight sug- 


gests a chill, and the eagles in the big 


cage with blood stagnant from long 

enforced inactivity stand shivering 70 
their perches. I know that if I speak to 
parkkeeper and say These birds are cold, 
he will laugh and say that never was air keen 
enough to strike throygh the feathers of the 
Baldhead. But if they are not suffering they 
can counterfeit a shiver most excellent well. 
The hearts of the few of mankind who dislike 
to see birds caged whose birthright is free- 
dom will rejoice in the escape from its wire 
house in the park a few days ago of 


a great horned owl. The bird not only es- 


caped from its prison, but from the clutches 
of the mob organized to effect its recapture. 
Happily it also escaped from the man who 
pursued it witha gun. He probably sincere- 
ly believed in his untaught heart that a stuffed 
owl in a glass case was more to be preferred 
than a live owl in the woods. The wires of 
the eagles’ house are old and rusty. The 
temptation to pry the bars aside to leave a 
hole for escape is at times strong, and when 
it is full on one the eagle cage is avoided and 
a trip made to the lions’ den, where the im- 
pulse to release thimgs is not 80 irresistible. 

There are not many species of native birds in 
our parks and fields this January weather. The 
shrike is at home, however, despite storm, 
cold, and snow. He is doing his best to keep 
down the English sparrow pest. Whea the 
first hepatica shows its pretty head each 
shrike will have some scores of sparrows to 
his credit. If you takea trip to some snowy, 
wind-blown prairie you will doubtless see 
whirling about with a noisy chattering a flock 
of snow buntings looking not unlike a flurry 
of snowin which the flakes are greatly ex- 
aggerated. The snow bunt is, indeed, 
otten called the snowflake. I have not seen 
them near Chicago durmg the observations 
of two winters, but Mr. Ruthven Deane has 
reported flocks of them as making cheery the | 
winter cold in the English Lake (Ind.) region. 
Possibly you may come across in some snowy 
woodland patch a colony of American cross- 
bills. J. W. Ferry has seen them this winter 
in goodly numbers at Lake Forest. They 
have been there before in other winters, 
Most of them were shot. They ure venture- 
some birds indeed to come once more to the 
scene of former persecution, Let it be hoped 
that science is satisfied with previous slaugh- 
ter, and that the birds this year will be al- 
lowed to pick their food from among the ever- 
greens in peace. 

It is snowy enough to bring the pine gros- 
beak to us, but thus fer I have not scen him, 
heard him, nor heard of him. 

There should be in a bieak winter tale like 
this just atouch of a spring that is past so 
that it may not be forgotten that snow and 
ice are not lasting and that the blessed birds 
will sing to us once more in the springs that 
arg to come. We will have them with us in 
abundance, an abundance not dreamed of by 
those whose vision is limited by the brick 
walls and the chimney pots of the city houses 
which hem in their lives as well. How many 

eople are there living in Eigewater who 

now of the wealth of bird hfe which 
in the spring days is contained in that 
long strip of saplings and underbrush which 
intervenes between the backs of the houses 
on the main street and shore of the lake. 
That narrow grove is filled with music from 
the last of March until the Ist of June. The 
instruments piped upon are various, but there 
is sweetness in them all, for the bird in the 
spring is full af the newness of life and the 
ecstasy of loving, and its joy finds expression 
in its note. The harshest bird call has in the 
spring. something of mellowness. The crow 
caws differently in April than in Decem- 
ber. The cackle of the grakle is not 
unpleasing as it comes from the pine 
top and reminds us that winter has 
vanished. In spring the English sparrow 
tries to sing. He makes bad work of it, but 
despite his character we sympathize with his 
effort because, like the rest of the world, we 
love a lover. 1 

I took Jimmie Forstall for a companion 
one morning last April and started to walk 
from Evanston southward to Chicago. We 
left the city for Evanston onan early morn- 
ing train, and ran into a thunder-storm just 
as we were making the university town de- 
pot. A few minutes later we sought shelter 
under the porch of the Avenue House, and in 
a moment over the rush of the rain rose the 
clear song of a bird. We found the songster 
onatwig sheltered under a big limb ot a 
tree in front of the hotel. It was a white- 
throated sparrow. He had dropped down 
at the end of his night’s journeying from the 
south to welcome the day at what was per- 
haps one of the regular stopping places of his 
northern flight. ‘The falling of all the rain in 
the clouds could not dampen his joy at hav- 
ing finished once more a stage of his journey. 
It vas not a hard matter to tind his compan- 
ions, There were a dozen of them under a 
bush in front of the first house east of the ho- 
tel. He was above them and beyond them, 
and they were content to let him voice their 
feelings, though occasionally they would 
chirp in concert something that was intended 
to mean ** so say we all of us. 

By and by the storm passed over and the 
sun came out and with its warmth made the 
earth smoke. We left the shelter of the porch 
ana started south. Before we reached the 
fields and the wood patches we had seen in 
the streets of the town the robin, the red- 
headed woodpecker, and the bluejay. In the 
southeastern part of Evanston near the lake 
there is a big sandy field, with here and there 
a stunted oak and with much coarse grass 
and many unhealthy ares bushes upon it. 
On one of the oaks we found thedowny wood- 
pecker and upon another the chipping spar- 
row. We passed on till we came to the road 
along the lake east of Calvary Cemetery. 
A sparrow hawk crossed our path close 
enough to show his beauty marks just as 
we came in sight of the first white tombstone. 
That eastend of Calvary Cemetery is rather 
a neglected spot. Graves have not yet en 
croached upon it, and it is used or was used 
last spring as a sort of dumping ground for the 
refuse that is picked up in other parts of the 
burial-place, As we reached the corner we 
heard a tremendous racket, coming apparent- 
ly from a pile of brush. We scaled the fence 
and soon found out that the noise was made 
by two male chewinks who were havinga 
noisy argument under the cover of the brush 
pile, few minutes later a fox spar- 
row sang from a fencepost to which 
he had sprung, leaving behind him 
a flock of juncos, with which species he is 
fond of associating. Farther on a song spar- 
row sang to us, swelling his throat the while 
until I feared that it would burst.

Robins’ nests there are, however, in 
plenty, but to one I must call attention 
in pasemg. It is placed on the limb 
of a tree that stands in the north- 
ern part of the park. A right line drawn 
through the flagstaff of the Lincoln Park 
sanitarium (not the babies’ fresh-air resting- 
ace, but the private institution) and the 
st pile of the pier south of Fisher's Garden 
will pass through the tree, which is only about 
forty feet from the eastern driveway of the 
rk. How that robin’s nest hung on to the 
imb was more than I eould tell for some time. 
It is saddled like the nest of the wood 
pewee on the top of the branch. -A yard or 
more of what appears once to have been 
white braid flutters from the nest like a dingy 

yacht pennant. A careful inspection of 

nest through a powerful glass makes it ap- 
pear that a piece of this braid passes through 
that part of the nest which is made of mud, 
and thence about the liinb again. I do not 
dare to say that this robin’s nest was deliber- 
ately tied on to the tree, but its appearance 

would bear one out in such a conclusion.

TWO HAIR PULLING JUDGES. 


Remarkable Exchange of Courtesies on a 
Northwestern Bench. 


Srovux Crry, Ia,, Jan. 3.—[Special Corre. 
spondence. |—The Federal judiciary of the 
United States is composed of a generally dig- 
nified body of old Judges, who never allow 
personal feelingsto enter into their official 
life, but this is not always the case, ds has 
been well illustrated recently in the case of 
two Federal Judges to the west of here. Judge 
Edgerton of Sioux Falis and Judge Dundy 
of Omaha have no great love for each 
other, but it was not known that 
the feeling was other than trivial 
until last week when the fact became evident 
at Deadwood, Judge Edgerton has not been 
strong and was spending the fall in Arkansas 
and asked Judge Dundy to go up to Dead- 
wood and dispose of the fall term of the Fed- 
eral Court. He represented to Judge Dundy 
that the term would be short and the work 
light, but the latter on reaching Deadwood 
found out that the docket was far behind. 
Though in ill-health he went to work and 
cleared the docket, On closing the term last 
week Judge Dundy surprised the bar of the 
district by reading a letter to him from Judge 
Edgerton, dated Little Rock, Ark., and signed 
ab Judge, as follows: 

Iam informed this day by letter from Mr. 
Pendar that you have issued an order for a jury 
at Deadwood. I had already issued an order for 
the same. You seem to think you can entire! 
ignore mein ali things in my district, You ad. 
journed court at Deadw and gave me no no- 
tice of the same. You seem to have a determina- 
tion to annoy me in every possible manner: to 
take advantage of and follow the directions of my 
enemies. When I asked for your assignment to 
aid, me in holding the terms at Deadwood (but 
not to supplant and displace me), I thought you 
a considerate and honorable gentleman. I shall 
be glad when the term of your assignment ex- 
pires. I prefereven in my poor health to hold 
my own terms than to be subjected to such un- 
usual practices. 

The reading of this note to Dundy from 
Edgerton created a sensation in court and the 
ipsam. Judge made a speech explaining 

is connection with the court and disclai ming 
any tntention of doing a wrong to the absent 
Judge. He stated that it was not true that he 
had issued the order for the Jurys and he had 
not ignored Judge Edgerton. e asked the 
members of the bar to meet 8 and de. 
cide whether they wished himto hold the 
February term of court, but the members of 
the bar took action promptly by requesti 
him to hold the term. lawyers assur 
Judge Du idy of their satisfaction with his 
work, and asserted their belief that he was 
laboring under a misapprehension by sup- 
posing that the letter of Judge Edgerton was 
inspired by Deadwood attorneys. 

On receipt of the letter while in Omaha 
Judge Dunay wrote a tart reply to the letter 
of Judge Edgerton in which he explained his 
action in regard to holding the February 
term of court and said: 

I have this day received your valuable letter 
of the 18th inst. mailed at Little Rock, Ark. 
The production is a most remarkable one, and 
as it is siened A. J. Edgerton, Judge, 1 sup- 

ose it must be treated as a “judicial order, 
judgment or decree, otherwise you might think 

had some intention of annoying you. But on 
honor, | must say, that had you not signed it as 
Judge I should feel like treating it the same 
as I do such productions emanating from other 
cranks. Atfirst I thoughtI should pay no at- 
tention to your angry screed, but when you let 
your anger get the better of your judgment, as 
you did in this instance, you can expect an an- 
swer from me in kind. 

You commenced a war of words without cause 
or decent pretext, and if you wish to continue it 
you may find biows to receive as well as to give. 
After looking over the ‘* decree"’ carefully I have 
concluded that you are suffering from mental in- 
firmity more than you are from physical debility, 
Because of this conclusion it may be that I ought 
not to write you at all until I have some evidence 
of the fact that you have a lucid interval. 

Adjourning court without informing you and 
the order 7 to be drawn is made 
the pretext for making and signing the “order” 
as A. J. Edgerton, Judge.“ Your true reason is 
vory thinly disguised. It is because of what you 
say in another place, “You II] take advice of 
and follow the directions of my enemies. This 
is the secret of your hostiiity and no denial can 
change the fact. Now, if you expected me to 
favor your friends or ignore or punish your ene- 
mies simply because they were or are such then 
you misjudged the object of your wrath. In dis 
charging my official duties I try to know neither 
friend nor enemy. In this respect I may be alto- 
gether unlike you. I think I am. 

lf these little pleasantries, though somewhat 
unusual, are to terminate with this, the second 
chapter, then 1 bid thee a long, last farewell,” 
but if the same are to ‘be continued I hope you 
will, my dear Judge, consider me a ‘* volunteer 
for three years or during the war.“ 

Judge Dundy is considered one of the 
ablest of the Federal Judges in the West and 
has been on the bench for thirty-five years. 
He is very popular in his own district and 
among the lawyers wherever he holds court, 
and this fact, with the further fact that the 
bar of the Black Hills has not always been 
very kind to Judge Edgerton, is believed to 
be the cause of the fit of jealousy exhibited 
by the Sioux Falls’ jurist. It would not 
surprising if the incident were followed up 
by parties interested in maintaining the dig- 
nity of the courts and an investigation result 
in turther sensations.

They connive; they lay traps; they get the 
confidence of some of these women deliber- 
ately and then leave them to mourn over 
their folly. It is difficult to stop such work, 
for those men invariably answer you with the 
remark that the woman should have protected 
herself. It is difficult to answer that. These 
men always begin by putting wom- 
en under obligations to them, Aud 
the moment a woman accepts a favor from 
one of these designing creatures that moment 
she has taken her first step in the wroffg di- 
rection. I know how hard it is sometimes for 
a woman to resist this temptation. There are 
circumstances often which impel a woman 
and throw her into the meshes of a net against 
her convictions, and against every instinct of 
her womanhood. 

s it not true that there are women who 
mischievously or for other reasons encourage 
what you call annoyances? 

Unfortunately, yes. Such women, however, 
as a general thing can furnish their own protec- 
tion. But there are women who are hounded 
to the very lintels of their doors every even- 
ing from the moment they leave their places 
of business. But thank God there is such a 
thing, even in a city like Chicago, where vir- 
tue is its own reward. I can teil what I mean 
by giving you an experience as it was related 
to me by a man who practices what he 
preaches. He was on State street at 

o'clock p. m. when the stores 
and shops turned out that army 
of tired women and girls, who turn their sor- 
rowful faces homeward, carrying heavy hearts 
with them. Hesaw one woman whose ap- 
pearance had attracted the attention of a man 
who had been in wait. The latter followed 
the woman from State to Goethe and there 
she eluded his pursuit by stepping into a 
little store. When she came out another man 
followed her to North avenue and at that 
point he made bold to speak to her. She 
resented it and he slunk away like 
a whipped puppy. 4 little farther 
on she calied at a drug store, made a pur- 
chase out of her scant earnings, and in going 
out she was jostied, purposely, by an old man 
who actually asked her to go with him to sup- 
per. She spurned him, and he was 2 to 
escape the attention Which her wo had 
drawn upon him of several others, She passed 
over Sedgwick street and turned into a place 
which was her home. An elderly woman met 
her at the door and kissed her. The elderly 
woman was the mother of this shop girl. She 
had waited for her child all day. The first young 
man of whom I spoke, the one who is an 
honor to his sex, had followed, knocked at 
the door of the home, went in, and made 
some inquiries, and the next day that little 
home received substantial gifts. The man 
who told me this said that the conduct of that 
shop girl had won his admiration, and that 
no act of his life had left as pleasant impres- 
sion on his mind as that I have related. 


„% Another young woman was followed from 
her place of Dusiness to her home. She took 
a car and the man who was watching her took 
the same car. He offered to pay her fare and 
she declined, She left the car before she 
reached her accustomed corner, and so did 
the man. She tried to evade him without 
letting him know that she was aware of his 
attentions. Finally, however, she turned 
upon him and ordered him to leave her at 
once. A policeman came around the corner 
at that moment and nabbed the 
creature and took him to the 
station. The girl did not appear to 
prosecute for reasons that are apperant. But 
there was a case where a woman s courage ac* 
companied her like a protectingangel.

hat period may be regarded as the culmi- 
pation of the power and glory of the Second 
Empire. The famous points noirs & l’horizon 
of the preceding year had momentarily cleared 
away and the political sky was apparently se- 


rene. 

Paris, with its new'streets and magnificent 
boulevards, had donned ite gala attire, and 
for the first time in the history of the régime

sufficiently ventilated and of difficult access.

The calm before the storm. Such was the 


year 1867. A deceptive calm hanging over a 
vast multitude, dazzled by the incomparable 
éclat of the day, and absolutely frenzied 
with the incessantly renewed  pag- 
eants and pleasures attending every 
stage of the long and carefully 
elaborated program; and then, what a storm 
sweeping over the dynasty! The sovereign a 
captive in the hands of the enemy after sud- 
den and crushing defeats; when his spouse, 
the gracious Empress, deserted by all, and 
left to her fate in her palace without a singie 
defender to face an infuriated mob, was 
obliged to leave the Tuileries in haste; by a 
secret passage, to wander helplessly for a few 
hours in a public conveyance through the 
streets of Paris before finding a humble 
friend to care for her and see her safely on 


English soil. 
Errors Regarding the Last Napoleon. 
Much has been written about the Second 
Empire, the Court of the Tuileries, and the 
very period that I am trying to picture after a 
lapse of over a quarter of a century. Nearly 
all that I have read upon the subject in the 
French and toreign press and in book form 
has been grossiy exaggerated, deficient in 
knowledge, and often marred by deliberate 
falsehoods, and I am sorry to add that the 
_bitterest and most unjustified attacks upon 
both the Emperor and the Empress have been 
Written by men and women who, to my per- 
sonal knowledge, were deeply indebted to 
them for untold favors of every imaginable 
description. 
But the best informed people, men who had 
the privilege to live near Emperor for 
years, participating in his everyday life, who 
Were implicitly trusted by him, and able to 
study hour by hour his somewhat complex 
nature, have remained silent. Most are dead 
and have carried with them to the grave some 
secrete of the drama; the few survivors are 
"seattered all over the world, leading obscure 
ves, and none, save maybe one or two ex- 
ceptions, will leave behind any document up- 
on the innermost life of the Tuileries during 
hese stirring years. - 
The ex position of 1867 was the conception 
of the Emperor and certainly due to his per- 
sonal and tireless efforts. previous at- 
tempt of 1855 had been a somewhat hastily 
=, exhibit, limited by space, and de- 
ve in many other respects. 
Personal Interest im the Exposition. 
He was eager to show the world to what a 
wonderful extent had developed during six- 
teen years of peace at home, under his 
régime, the resources and wealth of the Em-

During the three months preceding 
the opening he was very often as early as 7

body in the most businesslike manner. 
Oecasicnally he would say in his good-

I. was holding at Dresden A cour pleniere 
de rois, and promised the great t jan 
Talma a parterre de ros as an audience, 
such a gathering of crowned heads had not 
been seen in Europe.

harem, and who could not be induced to leave,

uaint costumes, as well as the Regents of the 
Republic ef San Martino, had tneir share of 
attention. 

As they were all alike the special quests of 
the Emperor, the Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs had little or nothing to do with 
their reception, which fell entirely upon the 
im perial household and more especially upon 
what was termed “le service d’honneur.” 
Knowing that we had to act under the critical 
eyes of a large retinue of digsitaries of the 
oldest and most polished courts 
who had come in the wake of their masters 
and that the slightest oversight of uette 
would be eagerly caught up and made the 
theme behind the scenes of sarcastic re- 
marks upon the court of the parvenue.“ we 
set at work some time before the arrival of 
our guests and ‘the ceremonials of the court 
of Napoleon I., during the palmy days of 
1809-1811, supplemented by rules borrowed 
from the old monarchy, were adopted and 
strictly adhered to during all that period.

in the Palace of the Louvre, converted for the 
time being at great expense asa kird of an- 
nex to the Tuileries. 

Two of the largest hotels of Paris had been 
turned over to the First Chamberlain to ac 
commodate some of the Princes and their ret- 
inue. Buta few, like the Czar Alexander 
the Emperor of Austria, and the King o 
Italy, insisted on being allowed to take quar- 
ters at their own magnificent embussies, very 
likely to be able to enjoy more freedom and 
see Paris at their own time and in their own 
way. For obvious reasons this placed us, 


more especially in the case of the Czar, in a 


very embar position, hampering the 
police in their duties, and practically taking 
the lives of the Einperor's guests out of his 
Keeping. 

Schneider Conquered the Czar. 


His Majesty tried to prevail upon the Czar, 
but without success, and, as we had reason to 
be apprehensive of danger to him, his abode 
was as closely guarded as propriety would al- 
low by the Prefect of Police and by the secret 
police of the palace. 

Nevertheless Alexander II., the very day of 
his arrival, and literally au debotte, rushed off 
to the Theater of the Varieties. attended only 
2 a single gentleman, to hear La Belle 

elene,” which was then the rage of the capi- 
tal, The autocrat of ail the Russias went into 
raptures over the music of Offenbach and the 
graces of the famous Hortense Schneider, 
who was singing in the leading part. 

After“ ** me diras tu,“ he was fairly 
conquered, and before the performance was 
over he sent a card to tho diva, with enthusi- 
astic expressions of admiration, begging her 
to sup with him. 

Emperor was net particularly pleased 
when the news was brought to him. but philo- 
sophically exciaimed, in a plaintive tone, 
„Well. that is a nice beginning!“ The fol- 
lowing day the ladies of the court were whis- 
pering with suppressed laughter behind their 
fans about the escapade of the Czar, the gen- 
tlemen abstaining. for obvious reasons even 
to mention the incident. But on the boule- 
vards, among the desceuvres and viveurs, as 
well as in the best aristocratic parts of the 
city, Alexander had ‘decidedly gained a 
marked popularity. One of our detectives 
reported that in a café, the resort during the 
eveningsof wealthy merchants and prosper- 
ous sn tos, 08 of the capital, he overheard 
a prominent Councilman saying: 

IJ am going to move at the next meeting 
to have the freedom of the city extended to 
the Czar. I like people who are frank in the 
expression of their preferences.“ 

ere I cannot refrain to narratean amusing 
episode which happened at the reception of 
the sovereigns. One of the guests, his serene 
Highness, the sovereign Prince of ——, with 
a long string of other titles and dignities, but 
the ruler of a minuscule realm, was known to 
be particularly punctilious over all questions 
N to etiquette, and great stress had 
en put upon the instructions given in regard 
to the treatment he was entitled to; but in the 
rush of that memorable day, and through 
some unaccountable mistake, the escort and 
court carriage intended to convey the Prince 
to the Tuileries was sent to attend a member 
of the diplomatic body hailing from some in- 
significant republic of Central America and 
the less pretentious vehicle provided for the 
exotic diplomat, with a plain detail of 
twenty-five dragoons, was sent to take charge 
of the Prince. N 

The Prince looked with the utmost haughti- 
ness upon this too meager show for a man of 
his rank and walted back to his apartments 
considerably ruffled. Fortunately the young 
gentleman who had charge of the party was a 
very intelligent, wide awake Parisian, who 
readily took in the situation and sent word 
promptly to the palace through the Captain 
in command of escort. 

That officer was an old gray haired veteran, 
not very conversant with questions of court 
etiquette, and all I could get from him as 
information was: The Prince don’t want 
to budge, sir! He counted up the escort, sir! 
and turned his back toit,sir! Splendid men, 
sir! The pick of the regiment, sir!” And 
then, with a pause, Next time such a job 
comes along I shall go on the sick list, sir!“ 


Meeting the Dilemma, 


Looking at my watch I saw that there was 
no time to lose, and althougn it was not in 
my province to attend personally to the case 
I determined at once todo my very best to 
patch up matters as quickly as possible. 

A splendid court carriage was waiting near 
the grand vestibule, and ascertaining that its 
services were not otherwise disposed of I 
jumped in it, ordering the Captain to make 
for his command and there wait for further in- 
structions.

I begged to be given a few minutes to go and 
give the necessary orders, 

For a few moments after reaching the cour 
d’honneur of the house I was totally at a loss 
to know what to do. The weather beaten 
faced Captain was on his saddle, straight like 
an arrow, in front of his men, and I felt that 
I could swear as profanely as any of his 
troopers. 

Suddenly I remembered that some of our 
newly arrived Algerian cavalry were sta- 
tioned ina barrack near by, and refreshed 
and brightened up by this happy thought I 
took a seat in the other carriage, ordering the 
coachman to drive me there in a gallop. I 
reach the place just in time; the spahis were 
in the spacious yard ready to mount and to 
go out. 

The officer in command, a courteous and 
dignified Arab of fine, prepossessing physique, 
and the only Mussulman holding a high rank 
in the French army, was in front of his men 
an attendant buckling the spurs on his red, 
high top morocco boots. 


With a Full Regiment. 


I explained my errand to the chief. * We

George D. Boulton Talks of Elevated 
Walks in the Down Town District. 
George D. Boulton of the First National 
Bank has been giving considerable attention 
of late to the subject of increasing the side- 
walk capacity of the congested down-town 
district by havmg a duplicate walk ona level 
with the windows of the second story of the 
buildings along the streets. He has had in 
mind particularly the sidewalks on Wabash 
avenue and a communication was published 
in regard to it which attracted considerable 
attention. Mr. Boulton has carried the plan 
to its logical conclusion and is convinced it 
can be put into effect on other down-town 
streets, Speaking of the plan he said: 


While the plan as originally suggested was for 
Wabash avenue alone, the advan accruing to 
store property on that street would be so great 
that owners of property on other streets, notably 
State street, would quickly see that to keep in 

i imilar improvements would have to be un- 


taken. 
While the growth of our city has proceeded so 
idly in population such has not been the case 
ich all the 5 part of 


area in whi 
the wholesale, retail, and financi business has 


been carried on. In 1865, when the population 


of Chicago was about 150,000, the business area 
was bounded on the north by the river and on 
the south b Madison street. At the 
present time the population is at least twelve 
times what it was then, while the business 
district has not increased more than about three 
times the area that was occupied in that year. 
This conditaon of affairs is deplorable, and bas 
resulted in the congestion of our streets that now 
confronts us. In the whole of this area there is 
not a single street that is not at present econvied 
by one or more lines of street car service. 
ognizing that this service ig here to stay for the 
next forty years, or until expiration af the 
charters of the various companies, it behooves 
us to seek some method of increasing the capaci- 
ty of our streets and pedestrians some 
additional facilities. 
In other cities in this eountry and Europe the 
ights of the pedestrian are superior to those 
who use the center of the street by teams, car- 
riages, street cars, or other means of transporta- 
tion. The reverse is unfortunately the case here. 
We bave only two methods of improving the sit- 
uation. One is to enlarge the ground service oc- 
cupied by this business center, or to furnish ad- 
ditional sidewalk facilities. The proposition is 
to have a continuous duplicate walk above the 
present sidewalk, on each side of Wabash ave- 
nue, from Lake street to Congress. This side

Many believe the 
indications are for heavier marketings of wheat.”’ 

Mr. Butters says: Corn has been weak owi 
to liquidation by country holders. The mi 
weather no doubt has a depressing influence, but 
‘it takes morethan one swallow to make a sum- 
mer,’ and one fine day won't doit.

The stock market was uneventful. The 
cable stocks showed firmness, but the ele- 
vated securities lost what little show of 
strength they had presented Friday. The 
finances of the Lake Street Elevated are be- 
coming more and more involved. Included 
in that company’s floating debt are a number 
of notes given to Underwood & Green as 
builders of the road. Some of these mature 
the first of the month, and one for 630,000 
and another for $31,000 have been 
presented and payment refused. One 
was presented through the First 
National Bank and the other through 
the Northwestern National Bank, and 
it was said that the latter one at least will be 
pushed. This may mean an early receivership 
for the property in the interest of the creditors 
holding the floating debt. Thereis promise for 
some nice legal complications in any action for 
a receiver, considering the diverse character of 
the claims. The fact that the bondhoiders are 
not in a position to begin foreclosure proceed- 
ings while the majority of the defaulted coupons 
arein the hands of a third party, added to 
there being a floating debt which has reached 
the point of protested notes, makes the financial 
outlook anything but clear. 

A report has been given publicity to the effect

The people who live there write it that 
way on their letters, and when they go away 
from home and register it is St. Joe. Ask 
them where they live and they answer, ‘in St. 
Joe.’ It is not because they are too busy to 
say St. Joseph, for they are a deliberate peo- 
ple. R comes about, perhaps, from the habit 
they used to have in that town of cuttmg 
’cross lots when they were going anywhere. 
I have seen some of the best people in that 
town climb a fence Sunday on their way to 
church because they could save themselves a 
half a block in distance. For some years in 
the town’s history there were no sidewalks 
outside of the business center. 

„I was in St. Joe from the time of the first 
troubles in Kansas down to the civil war, and 
was there at intervals during the war. The 
population at the time of the outbreak of 
the civil war was distinctively Southern, It 
had settled there from Virginia, Maryland, 
and Kentucky. I remember an elderly man 
who landed there one day with several hun- 
dred negroes, all of whom he had shipped 
from the Old Dominion, down the Ohio and 
up the Missouri River. Those who did not 
own negroes in St. Joe at that time were ex-

pected to hire one or live under the ban of 
suspicion, Not to have a ‘niggah’ in the 
house was not to have recognition in society. 

„ There were some New-Yorkers in the 
town, but even the Empire State population 
was notin full fellowship. A Boston man 
was blackballed in a Masonic lodge and given 
such a frigid reception in one of the churches 
that he quit his sittings. He was known as an 
abolitionist, and the negroes of the town were 
afraid for him to speat to them lest the pa- 
trol’ should hear of it. When the shot was 
fired at Sumter this man, who had been so 
long suspected, hung a Confederate flag out 
of his window, and he wore a bit of cotton in 
A buttonhole of his coat. He remained a can- 


' tankerous ‘secesh’ during the war, and was 


unreconstructed at the time of hisdeath. But 
the Southern element of St. Joe was never ful- 
ly satisfied of his sincerity until he was dead. 

I believe there are some people in St. Joe 
today who will admit that the war on the 
border would have been less severe, at least 
in that particular section, if the Southern 
element of St. Joe had notdrawn the line so 


II. 

NE part of this story will treat of an 
amusing epoch in the history of St. 
Joe—the last year of the war. But

I. 
E CAME back later, maybe two 
years or more after, as a jay- 
hawker. It was a few days aft- 
er a hattalion of bushwhack- 


ers had done the town. The jayhawk- 
er dash was as spirited as any that 
took place, considering that no shots were 
fired, no prisoners taken, no wounded, none 
dead. The jayhawkers entered the town or 
the flat known as Pateetown, and many of the 
first families lived on the hilltops overlook- 
ing. They gathered about an elevation which 
had for years been a sort of tryst- 
ing place for the youngsters, and 
with spy-glasses—for the opera glass 
was a luxury then known to few— 
they looked on the movements of the jay- 
hawkers below. A detachment of the Kansas 
terrors captared the hill, robbed the onlookers 
of all they had, ordered them to their homes, 
stole a few fine horses, and departed. The 
company remained in St. Joe several hours 
and rode away well provisioned, 

The next day a number of boys, sons of 
first families, left for the Confederate lines. 
The lines were in other States, at the time of 
which I speak, but the sons started out over 
the hog paths of the woods, through corn- 
fields, and along the winding courses of the 
streams. Some made their way through and 
never came back. Some tired of the venture 
and returned, wearied and wasted, and some 
who had come in cuntact with the enemy fell, 
and their blood stained the prairie grasses, 
and no man knows to this day where they are 
buried, 

“And so it went until there were none left 
to raid. There was scarcely a home in St. 
Joe that was not in mourning. The ‘secesh’ 
element, as it was called, was wasted. That is, 
it could furnish no more recruits, The fathers 
of the sons who had remained at home were 
now too old to go to the war, or unable to do 
so for other reasons, and many Southern 
women who had urged their sons to go, and 
had heard of their suffering and death, begged 
their husbands to remain at home. 

“St. Joe had become a Federal post. Oc- 
casionaliy there was a change in the garrison. 
Whenever new troops came in the command- 
ing officer had to do something to impress 
his authority upon the people. 

„This change of sold iery came to be looked 
upon asa renewal of an old affliction. Not 
that the people of St. Joe were as hostile to 
the blue as formerly, for they had come to 
look upon that as a matter of course, and 
many of them had regretted that they were 
as outspoken in the beginning, while some of 
them saw the inevitable long before it yielded 
at Appomattox. However. there were other 
peop.e in the town who had not forgotten the 
early days when they were derided for the 
faith they professed, and as some of that class 
had not buried any of their own dead they 
continued te stir the spirit of revenge. With 
every incoming of new troops the people with 
revenge had fresh or fancied grievances to 
charge against.the Southern sympathizer, or 
copperhead, whose son was in the rebel 
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army. 

„Gn ot these sympathisers would be sitting 
under his oon vine at home, when a squad 
would halt in front and the corporal would 
go in and teil the sympathizer to put on his 
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coat and hat and fall in. No explanation or 
charge was made, The family was left in 
suspense, and occasionally some nervous wife 
was prostrated, and sometimes she would die. 
But that is war. The squad would march to 
another house, take another man from his 
parlor, or his yard, and he would fall in. 
Sometimes the prisoners would number 
twenty-five before they reached headquarters. 
Then they were sent to work on 
the Black Snake Hüls (fortifications, 
or put on a train and hurried to St. Louis and 
placed in .Gratiot prisoa, and ocvasionally 
some were sent beyond the lines, and families 
of such heard no more of them for mouths. 
Some were never heard of. That was one of 
the cruelest phases of the war. When men 
enlisted they knew it meant sickness, depriva- 
tion, and almost certain death. In the separa- 
tions that resulted in the manner 
have described what weeks and 
months and years of suspense passed 
by until sometimes reason toppled, 
and the poor wife ended her days in a mad- 
house. I know of some of those separations 
which are still mysteries. Where the hus- 
band, dispirited, broken in body, mind, and 
purse, became a wanderer on the face of the 
earth. Where the wife, weary of watching, 
ended the suspense, and her children, forced 
to go into the world, never met afterward. 
There was nothing of that sort in the 
East or in the North. It was not necessary.

mother passed through the lines, and some- 
times the mother and her wounded boy came 
back to St. Joe together, and Jim Craig had 
it arranged so that the boy died at home, in 


peace, 

“I think you will have a better conception 
of Jim Craig’s character when I tell you that 
he was one of President Lincoln's favorites. 
There was a similarity in the character of the 
men, except that Craig lacked the solemnity 
which sometimes cloaked the personality of 
Lincoln. Craig had the heart of a woman; 
but he was a born politician. He made friends 
in the party opposed to him. He won men 
by his magnetism, and he was an inimitable 
wit. It flashed out of him wherever he went. 
And the man who would convulse an audience 
one moment, would have them in tears the 
next. He had a face that resembled a mon- 
key’s. It was never at rest. 

have been told that there were times 
when President Lincoln sent to Missouri for 
Jim Craig to go down to Washington for no 
other purpose than that of lifting the gloom 
which often gathered about the President. It 


was a compliment to Jim Craig’s genius. The

liking between the two men was mutual, and 
on personal lines entirely, for while Jim Craig 
wasa ‘Union man’ he never relinquished 
his Democracy, although he did vote for Lin- 
coln for the second term, because he could 
not indorse the Chicago platform, 
which declared the war a failure. So 
it came about that Jim Craig played 
in a double role. He was a power of strength 
to the government in its efforts to hold Mis- 
souri, and he was a protection to his old 
friends and neighbors who had sent their sons 
South, and who had secretly aided and abet- 
ted. in very many ways, the Richmond Gov- 
ernment, 

think it was the last year of the war— 
but I ain still warned in these stories to steer 
clear of dates and too many facts—that some 
of the citizens of St. Joe+T. E. Tootle, W. G. 
Farleigh, R. L. McDonald, Dudley M. Steele, 
Abram 8. Naus, John A. Dal- 
man, Isaac N. Brooks, Waller Young, 
Dr. Haddens, John Caihoun, Charlie 
France, Tom Maupin, A. M. Sexton, James 
Kay, J. W. Bailey, Tom Weakley, and others of 
that class, for they were representative men, 
soine of them capitalists, waited on Jim 
Craig—it was informally, perbaps—and asked 
him to use his influence with Liucoln to have 
no more Federal troops quartered in St. Joe. 
These men gave their Word of honor—and it 
is still as good as gold in St. Joe—that they 
would not in any manner give further aid or 
comfort to the enemy; that they would sup- 
port the Constitution, and that they would 
guarantee that no Confederate troops should 
enter the city. The objeet of this request 
was two-fold. The petitioners would not be 
subject to arrest so often, and it was believed 
that the absence of troops would help busi- 
ness.

„A young Confed@rate officer, a West-Point- 
er, by the way, had returned to visit his people 
while the ‘ Illinois Sixteenth,’ as it was called, 
was Harney, Berry fortifymg Black Snake Hills, 
which they named Fort Smith. The Con- 
federate was captured and taken to the fort. 
It was a sensational’ incident, because the 
prisoner was a man of intelligeace, of social 

rominence, and was on the staff of Gen. Joe 

ohnston. The conclusion was that he had re- 
turned to St. Jae as a spy. While he was closely 
guarded at Fort Smith society was startled 
when, one Sunday morning, a niece of the 
Confederate officer, a young woman of 
peculier beauty and acknowledged accom. 
plishments, but a most unrelenting ‘ secesh,’ 
oceupied her accustomed pew, accompanied 
by one of old Bob Smith’s staff officers. The 
preacher of the evening never made as strong 
an effort toe attention, and he never so 
utterly failed. I was down-town in the Pacitic 
Hotel when the ‘news’ was brought in, and a 
half-dozen men who had not been to church 
in ten years hurried to the sanctuary and re- 
mained about the entrance until the service 
was over and looked upon the strange 
alliance, 

But for the young woman’s independence, 
unquestioned loyalty to the Southern cause, 

her good common sense, which came in 
play on every situation, she would have been 
ta Not long after that incident the 
Confederate prisoner of Fort Smith escaped 
and did not return again until after the war. 
“St. Joe society took off its hat to the 
young woman and 1 think the incident was 
forgotten. When the Illinois Sixteenth was 
ordered to the front the people of St. Joe re. 
gretted the departure. I will venture to say 
that many in the old town kept track of the 
movements of that regiment until it was al- 
most shattered and decimated by shot and 
shell at the front. 


VI. 
( HE State militia was composed of 
different material. It was utterly 


devoid of the soldierly instinct. The 


elared that if their husbands had to 
Federal muskets they, the women, would 
burn the town and sow salt on the ruins. Jim 
Craig, however, said it was guns or the mili. 
tia, and the women once more acquiesced, 
but Jim Craig was stopped on the streets 
more than once and denounced by the best 
women in the town. 

The Home Guard was armed with some 
Belgian muskets out of the stock that 
Fremont bought abroad and which had been 
refused by the government. They had lain in 
the mildew of the araenal at Jefferson City 
until the hammers were rusted and the bar. 
rels and stocks were slimy. All the better for 
the Home Guard. soldiery was enabied 
to explain to their wives that the guns would 
not shoot and the wives t ht Jim Craig 
was not such an awful man after all. 

What was the use of guns without a 
knowledge of army tactics. Home Guard 
must drill! That fanned the embers into a 
blaze once more, and this time the Home 
Guard agreed with the women that the last 
order was too much. They protested to Jim 
Craig that there was a limit, They followed 
him around towa tagged him, and the 
women stopped him inon the streets and 
begged and threaten After the storm was 
over Craig said, as he had before: It is this 
or melish.’ The threat of the ‘ melish ’ 
had a soothing effect. Then Jim Craig would

NE day after the guns had been dis- 
66 tributed, Jim Craig, without warn- 
ing, called the Home Guard to- 
gether, and informed them that 
President Lincoln, out of regard for their 
good clothes, had sent them uniforms. He 
said they were not to be worn except when 
the guard was on duty, or was drilling, or on

women from insult, and sometimes, when not 


too hard pressed, they would sit by a dymg 
comrade. With the militia nothing was 
sacred, Their horizon extended from the hen- 
roost to the parlors and bedchambers of 
women, and their marches could be traced by 
chicken feathers and ribbons and hairpins 
and such trinkets as women treasure but 
were of no use to the looter. 

„Of course Jim Craig knew it would never 
do to put such men on guard in St. Joe. It 
was Jim Craig’s suggestion that made Lin- 
culn laugh and which infuriated the women of 
St. Joe. it was the Home Guard! 

think some State legislation was re- 
quired to perfect the organization, but the 
general scope of the Home Guard was pro- 
tection to home by a home soldiery. I do not 
know how long it required for the idea to ap- 
pear full fledged before the St. Joe mind. But 
it appeared in time, and if ‘Pap’ Price or 
any other Confederate General had been 
within 500 miles of St. Joe at that time they 
would have received many new recruits. 

„Jim Craig had informed the citizens who 
had asked him to use his influence with the 
President that the Home Guard was the best 
that could be done. It woula be necessary to 
organize the citizens into squads, companies, 
and battalions. Jim Craig had his commis- 
sion as Brigadier-General, headquarters in 
St. Joe. Every man aad boy was eligible for 
duty. That is, if a man was not decrepit 
and blind he was expected toenlist, and 
where a man had a boy who was old enough 
to carry a gun and stay up all night without 
incurring sickness the boy could be furnished 
by his father as a substitute. There were not 
many boys left in St. Joe at that time, but 
there was never a period in their lives when 
they couldn’t stay out all night. You will 
find more rheumatic men in St. Joe today 
than in any other town of its size. 

„ The women of the various homes of the 
town heard the ultimatum with indignation. 
The good that Jim Craig had done was for- 
gotten. The social recognition of the old 
families extended to the Craig family was re- 
called. The old bitterness of the first days of 
the war was about to return. I do not re- 
member how it was fixed up, but the women 
finally yielded to the order of their husbands 
to join the Home Guard. I remember one 
woman who had sent two of her boys in gray 
to the front. She donned habilimenats of 
mourning the day her husband enlisted in the 
Home Guard and his act finaliy led to a 
sundering of the home ties. 


VII. 
RAIG was a diplomat. He had to 
be, living where he did. He enlist- 
ed his Home Guard first. Thomas 
E. Tootle, W. G. Farieigh, R. L. Me- 
Donald, and such men were offered the titled 
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where the uniforms could be had, and ordered 
every man to get one and appear in the same 
next day. 7 

“Then Jim Craig sat down and laughed. 
And he was a good laugher. The ludicrous of 
the situation passed before him, and he put 
his hands on his sides, 

The uniform consisted of shoddy material 
which had been condemned, and was made 
into trousers and blouses. The cap was flat 
like a tinpan, and some ot them were minus 
the visors. Some of the trousers were in- 
tended for cavalry, and had got mixed in 
packing. Imagine a man who had always 
dressed in the extreme of fashion, as some of 
those St. Joe men had, in such a uniform, 
with a rusty musket, drilling in the streets of 
his home! 

It was the climax of Jim Craig’s audacity! 
I heard him say, many years after, that when 
hetold Lincoin of the situation the Presi- 
dent actually threw himself at full length on 
the sofa in the room and laughed until tears 
ran down his cheeks. 

There was a rebellion in St. Joe that 
night. The women, or some of them, de- 
clared that the time had come to act, and that 
any husband who would so iar forget himseif 
as to puton a Yankee uniform would not be 
allowed to eat or sleepin his own house. I 
know one man who put on the uniform and 
endeavored to assert his rights in his own 
home. That night his wife made a bonfire 
of his uniform and buried his musket. When 
he reported the circumstance to Jim ape 
the latter ordered him to the guardhouse 
kept him there until his wife came to head- 
quarters, apologized tor.what she had done, 
and took the oath to support the Constitution. 

The commanding General—that was Jim 
Craig—ordered that the Home Guard should 
report for drill three times a week in the 
afternoon. The business houses and offices 
closed and the whole force turned out, except 
where excused on the certificate of a physi- 
cian. 


IX. 

HE topography of St. Joe proper at 
that time was not adapted for any 
fancy tactics. A goat would have 
been in his glory. There were 

hills, and cuts, and ravines, and streets that 

were partially filled in, and broken culverts, 
and ramshackle sidewalks, 

„% There were two sections of the city which 
were noted in the social centers. One was 
Quality Hill, the other Convent Hill, and 
along the heights of each were the houses of 
the representative citizens—what would now 
be known as the 400.

Have you ever thought of writing a his- 
ry ome Guard, General?’ I asked. 
It never could be written as it was. It 
might be printed in a series, but no one could 
9 pee * it.’ 
He died a few years ugo in St. Joe, 
was told that as many of © the old Home — 
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HE critics are still talking about 
Christina Georgina Rossetti—a pass- 
ing wonder, seeing that she is more 
than a fortnight dead. And still 
they are thrashing the well beaten 
straw of dispute as to her place in literature. 
Is it a high place? Is it permanent? Is she to 
have any place at all, separate and her own, 
or isshe to be niched with that precious 
brother on whom she lavished the tenderness 
of so many years? : 

All these questions are asked with enough 
futility. It would seem that good poetry 
is not so plentiful in this day of superabun- 
dant mediocrity that fame should be- 
grudge a corner to a woman who 
has written—well, any one of several things 
that Christina Rossetti wrote. It is true she 
wrote much sorry stuff. She and her brother 
belonged to, were a part of, a literary cult 
which was productive of, let us say, nine 
parts rubbish to one part pure gold. Both 
were bent, in both thought and performance, 
upon that impossible feat which has been de- 
scribed as running up and down bill at the 
same time.“ Painfully striving after eman- 
cipation from sense, their work breathed sei- 
suousness. They wept a continual flow of re- 
pentant, despairing tears for the grossness of 
this wicked world, but dropped their tears 
into the posset cup. 


This wae more true of Dante Rossetti than 
of his sister, though it is customary to yoke 
the two inseparably. As a matter of fact, 
Christina, though full of tenderness for her 
brother as a man, was his severest critic as a 
poet. She cherished the twin passions of po- 
etry and piety, and there were poems of 
which she would not, in conscience, read, 
from whose very tities she shrank: in horror. 

Likewise she was a severe critic of her- 
eelf, She was only 17 when her first volume 
of verse was published. For this courtesy 
she was entitled to her doting grandfather, 
old Mr, Polidiori, himself a poet, since he 
rendered Milton into Italian, and a man of 
infinite tact. since he caused the volume to be 
circulated privately. It was a son of this 
rare Italian—Christina’s uncle, a brother of 
her mother—that had Byron for a friend. 
The father was a Republican agitator, of 
er learning, but a dreamer out of 

nte. 

Miss Rossetti was 64 at her death. It is re- 
called that when she fel! into her fatal illness 
four years ago the doctors foretold the day of 
her death almost exactly. Yet she was dead 
in London more than two days before Lon- 
don found it out. She died as she had lived 
almost a ruin; not desolate, because she had 
with her always her dead, but detached. Only 
ber nurse watched at her bedside. Her self 
imposed asceticism had thickened in recent 
years. She nursed her mother to the end and 
then betook herself to church, where she lived 
almost constantly until she took to bed, A

Miss Julia Keith is and has been for some 
years not only the President of the school but 
its moving spirit. Under her direction it has 
been carefully graded and a high standar of 
excellence established and maintained. Her 
fellow officers are Miss Rachel Wright. Vice- 
President; Miss Florence Fargo, Secretary 
and Treasurer; and Miss Hise, Inspector. 
Four cutters are kept constantly busy draft- 
ing the garments, which when they are fin- 
ished the children pay a few cents for if they 
ean, and if not they take them without pay. 

There are in addition to the sewing school a 
cooking class and kitchen-garden classes. 
There are thirty eight regular teachers, As 
in other sewing schools supported and con- 
ducted by churches there are simple religious 
exercises, singing, and marching to music. 
The school is supported by the church and the 
Sunday-school, and always has a Christmas 
festival. At Easter the class in dressmaking 
come forth cladin garments they have cut 
and made for themselves, and this is the event 
of the year, not only for the graduating class 
but for the whole school. 


The reason why the sewing school located 
at No. 2957 Poplar avenue, which is under 
the auspices of the First Baptist Church, is 
constaatly crowded, is not far to seek. It is 
4 — a case of nutural selection.

of between 200 and 300 children has been, 


for years mainly supported by Mr. Joseph 
Field of Manchester, Eng. 

The President of this school is Mrs. Charles 
A, Burr, the Vice-President Miss Jessie Jenks, 
the Secretary Miss Anna Clark, and the Treas- 
urer Mrs, Caryl Young. Mrs. B. B. Botsford 
inspects all the work. While the children are 
tanght sewing in a very careful and systematic 
way, a good deal of time and attention are 
given to their religious „. The pupils 
in this school are the children of thrifty work- 
ingmen, and are quite able to pay one-half 
the wholesale price of materials used, which 
is the rule. 

The school is carefully graded and a great 
variety of sewingis done. There are the lit- 
tle kindergartners sewing their tirst, unsteady 
stitches, and from them all the grades up to 
the large dressmaking class from which girls 
go out able to earn fair wages as seamstresses. 


From near and far both boys and girls, col- 
ored and white, flock to the sewing school of 
the Sixth Presbyterian Church on Vincennes 
avenue, which is somewhat exceptional in be- 
ing held Saturday afternoon. Mrs. Joseph 
W. Helmer, the President of the school, is so 
gentle, generous, and warm-hearted that she 
could not discriminate, so fully a third as 
many boys as girls come and march and sing 
and sew. The poor fellows are of necessity 
obliged to work for others, as there is nothing 
for boys among the garments provided, So 
they patiently make aprons to surprise their 
mothers, and hem towels to be devoted to the 
general good of the family. When the boys 
began to come to this school it was prop: sed 
toteach them drawing, but they did not like 
this, but wanted to learn to sew, and” they 
have been ut it ever since. More than that, 
many of them walk two miles to get there. 

The Board of Directors who assist Mrs. 
Heimer are Mra, E. Pike, Mrs. J. S. Ford, 
Mrs. A. Forbes, Miss Harriet A. Low, Mrs. 
W. M. Chambers, Mrs. M. W. Arms, Mrs. 8. 
P. Parmly. Miss Agnes Johnson and Mrs. H. 
C. Parmly have charge of the kitchen- garden 
department, which is admirably conducted. 
The children are not left from one Saturday 
to the, next without bemg looked after. 
Each dne of them is visited in her home 
and those found to be in need or distress 
of any sort are cared for, As there are 
between 200 and 300 of them and they come 
from such long distances this is no slight un- 
dertaking. 

The four sewing schools under the direct 
charge of Mrs. C. D. Morris, that are sup- 
ported by the Baptist Missionary Training 
School, are each one of them quite different 
from the other, and all of them interesting. 
There are taugnt in these four schools every 
Saturday morning 1,000 children. 

The largest and best organized is the one at 
Burr Mi-sion on Wentworth avenue. In the 
kindergarten department are little children 
not more than 3 or 4 years old, and the way 
in which they strive to do their small tasks 
well is beautiful to see, Boys and girls sit 
side by side busy with their needles. ere as 
elsewhere the boys have no choice but to work 
for others, as there is nothing they can do 
for themselves. Some times ‘it is a little 
thing they make for some one particularly 
needy, some times something for the mission 
schools in the Indian Territory, and so on. 
The garments, when finished, are given to the 
makers fora few cents if they can pay, and 
without any charge if they cannot. 

Another of these schools is Faith Mis-

Miss Louise Heller has charge of the sew- 
ing department of the Jewish Training 
School on Judd street, which is mainly sus- 
tained by the Sinai congregation, and the ex- 
quisite work done by the ildren she has in- 
structed leaves absolutely nothing to suggest. 
The first work is done on a bit of canvas of 
threads of two colors, as that is less trying to 
the eyes than is a single color. Running, 
basting, backstitching, overhanding, and 
hemmiung are practiced until the eye and hand 
are well trained. Then the little learner is 
permitted to begin to work on cloth, 

Everything is drafted and all the drafting is 
based on geometrical principles, as the sewing 
here is part of an educational system. Still 
although everything is very accurate the aim 
is tokeep the work from being in any way 
mechanical, The volition of the child is con- 
stantly stimulated. Miss Heller says that she 
feels that she should fall short of her aim if 
what she teaches her pupils should not be in- 
corporated into their lives. What she has to 
combat among the children she teaches is 
slovénliness, inaccuracy, and general sloth- 
fulness. Altogether this sewing school is a 
model among the numerous philanthropic 
undertakings of this kind in the city.

Tis ever thus on this old mundane sphere, 


bodily offenses, to be soothed only by the in- 
scrutable wisdom of the family physigian. To 
the student of nature this season offers attrac- 
tions as engaging as those associated with 
summer languor or the aliurement of an 
autumn landscape. To quiet possible skep- 
ticism let the reader devote a few hours’ 
leisure to the suburbs of Chicago on 
a clear winter’s day. Imagine, for instance, 
one of the rare afternoons which have lately 
come to us, when the air, freshened by a fu- 
gitive snowfall, was like an elixir, tossing 
brain, nerve, and muscle to the condition 
requisite for perfect physical enjoyment. 
Strolling in the neighborhood of Downer’s 
Grove, towards Riverside, or indeed any 
rural locality, we shall find awaiting us in ev- 
ery copse, and field, and hollow some object 
of thoughtful interest to him who has learned 
to survey nature intelligently. 

Mark how the serried trees glow in the rich 
sunlight, for the temperature is above freez- 
ing; see how the rays glint upon the withered 
oak leaves still rustling on the lower boughs, 
tinging them witha warm, russet hue contrast- 
ing finely with the pale grays and sombre 
browns which form the background. They are 
the rear guard of the autumnal pageant, link- 
ing the decay of the old year with the budding 
luxuriance of the new one; nor is their office 
fulfilled until the young life now sleeping 
beneath the base of the petiole revivifies 
the forest growth. So loving is mother nat- 
ure, so solicitous for her offspring by count- 
less resources and through marvelous adapta- 
tions of her handiwork, shielding them so 
carefully, cradling them so tenderly lest they 
perish by the elements: Examine fora mo- 
ment these curious cones tipping the branches 
of certain wiliows. “Cones on willows?’ 
you ask; yes, abundant, too, on several 
species, Of them Gray says: Probably 
occasioned by the puncture of insects.”’ 
Examine for yourself and you will 
fina by dissection a little niche in the center 
of each where the insect life has been nour- 
ished, and in summer you will almost in- 
variably discover in the new cone the larva 
nestied in its tiny crypt. Could fostering care 
be more assiduous? And the explanation of 
the abnormal foliation is simple enough, the 
wound caused by the parent insect arresting 
the growth of the twig, thereby compressing 
the spiral arrangement of the leaves until a 
compact, false cone is the result. 

Again, look at this strange swelling upon 
the stems of goldenrod. It also is now 
brown and deserted; yet on opening it we 
find the same central cell in which the larva 
was entombed and the minute perforation 
whereby it issued from its long imprison- 
ment, We can even trace the slender gallery 
along which this palpitatung atom struggled 
to the light. A few bright rays of the flower 


remain, and the characterietic scales 
of the involucre mars this most 
dificult genus—Ex pede erculem—but 


it were rash to attempt identification of asters 
and goldenrods from trivial data, though I 
remember that Dr. Gray once wrote to a 
puzzied neophyte: ** Solidago pubuceus, as 
the scales of the involucre show.“ There are 
few b.ossoms, however, even in this phenom- 
enal mildness and favorable environment. 
Shepherd’s Purei, ore of the hardiest wild 
flowers, still lingers occasionally by the road- 
sides, and in open fields may be found 
wild strawberry and the (fall dande- 
lion, or the earlier representative of 
the genus immortalized by well’s 
lyric, Peeping from a suany bank- 
side we may find the furry arrow-leaved 
violet or common chickweed edging the 
springy nooks where the moist grasses are 
perennially green, being unchiiled by winter 
snows and with numerous aquatic pants 
forminga grateful verdure even at this sea- 
son. A solitary cornfluwer flashes ita dis- 
mantied glory from the neighborimg prairie, 
but its brilliant congeners have long since 
yielded to earth their haughty florescence. 


Interesting relics of past luxuriance are the 
sweet clovers, the yellow and the whife meli- 
lots, whose frail spires were but yesterday 
profusely abloom. They belong to the vulgar 
category stiguiatized as ** weeds —not by the 
botanist, however—and are related to Europe, 
having been transported through the agency 
of rags and immigrants’ luggage. The 
anathemas of the philistines have not sufficed 
to eradicate them, and each season reveals a 
fre-her array of their exquisite blossoms, 
waving salute to the pass traveler 
where they fringe the duty highway with 
unbee led beauty and grace. Possibiy. too, 
if we wander far enougn, we may discover be- 
lated flowers of witch-hazel adorning the 
bare, glaucous stems of the shrub, happily 
ignorant of commercial signiticance, Red 
ciover isamong the remnants of summer’s 
munificence, and upon gravelly sod may still 
be detected the shriveled petals of mouse- 
ear, May-weed, and cingue-fvil, with perhaps 
astray plantain or the humbie, everlasting 
pere, representing the kin of Switzeriand’s 
edeiweiss. A | these belong to the year’s sec- 
ond growth, favorable weather and plentiful 
sunshine enabling tne seeds to germinate or 
the perennial buds to mature anew. 


Leaving the higher ground and following the 
damp holiows we come upon scattered pools 
and ditches, or it may be a pedbly rivulet, 
where many a hidden plant rewards the 
search of the cryptogamist. You call this 
dull. green scum which covers the waters 
„Slime“; take a. bit home with you and slip 
it under the microscope, using a moderate 
power. You will be surprised and delighted 
to see the emerald tint of its delicate tresses, 
the clear outline of innumerabie branch- 
ing ceils, and the purity of their contents. 
What seemed a noisome accident is one of 
the confervoid algae, frequent in fresh and 
stagnant water, and allied to the bright green 
masses which sway from the piers and tuft 
the discarded rocks in Lake Michigan. Press 
it as you would a sea weed by floating it on 
paper, disposing the filaments with a fine 
needie, and drying with prepared blotters. 
The fruit is evasive in these. flower- 
less plants, being often supplanted by 
a process of cellular subdivision or budding. 
But clinging to the branches you will proba- 
bly find diatoms—the wonderful structure 
and markings of which are unsurpassed in 
nature. These minute organisms touch the 
boundary between the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms. When alive they are clearly im- 
bued with the power of moon and were long 
classed with the animal world. A sim- 
ple experiment proving that they give forth 
carbonic acid and not oxygen establishes their 
vegetable character. If your naturalistic in- 
stinct has prompted you to puta vial in your 

cket—any vial will do—take the water 
— and under a sufficient magnifying power 
examine the intricate and ceaseless gyrations 
of the animalcules contained ina single drop. 
Every variety of locomotion seems ex- 
hibited in these curious atoms, revoiv- 
ing and meandering aimiessly within 
their limited area, never a moment of rest 
from their mysterious, labyrinthine quest 
until monad, volvox, and vorticella, free or 
attached temporarily, complete their destiny 
of toil, Think what unnumbered communi- 
ties of them, what intense energy of life, what 
strange and complicate mechanisms proper 
to the organic realm are concealed in the 
ponds and ditches by the wayside. Yet they 
are but few of the myriad species disclosed 
8 ic investigation—a field of study 
which sv trifling an outiay may command, 

As we ramble on, reveling in the calm sun- 
shine of mid-afternoon, the landscape is

A single scale 
from the stem when magnified presents an 
admirable example of cellular structure, fra- 
gile and orderly as the veinlets of an insect’s 
wing. Preserve, by the way, this little moth 
lying dead among the autumn leaves and ex- 
amine the scales which clothe the wings 
facilitate its wavering flight. Who would 
think that the gold and silver dust left upon 
the finger embodied the perfection of art and 
rendered beauty and utility one? Close by is 
a bewildered grasshopper feeling his way over 
the fallen twigs and bemoaning his compan- 
ionless state and wasting energies, as if in the 
old distich; 1 
Since I so speedily was done for, 
I woader what I was begun for. 
Can this forlorn wanderer be of the same 
lineage with that ennobled by Athenian bards 
in symbolism of their autocthonous pride? 


Is this poor straggler of the race whose gilded 


effigy is impaled upon the pinnacle of Faneuil 
Han? Now, alas, with all his thousand eyes 
he finds himself sadly in the dark, toppling 
along like a traveler who has lost his way. 


Not least interesting in the surprising 
diversity of woodland life are the lichens, 
which by their universal habitat are certain, 
albeit unconsciously, to attract the raimbler's 
eye. The more obvious, frondose species are 
readily known, and by their striking grace of 
outline and fine shades of sea-green and ashen 
gray can scarcely fail to be observed. Yet 
every pale crust or film mottimg the trunks 
of trees is a lichen; and in the crevices of 
rocks and on their weather-beaten faces, as 
well as on old boards and palings, is found 
the same dainty investiture, spreading in rip- 
ple-like margins or in uniform ovals over 
broad areas, which in course of time become 
disintegrated through their agency, They 
seem designed by nature to cover her decay, 
and together with the mosses veil from mor- 
tals ail vestige of her unsightly decline, Their 
growth being largely dependent upon moist- 
ure they are usuaily found towards the north 
in our latitude, furnishing a crude compass 


when the day is overcast. Seated upon 
the larger varieties will be seen 
little cups and shields in which the 


spores are carefully stored, as muceration will 
show under a power of two hundred odd dia- 
meters. As fungi are evanescent, so lichens 
are noted for their longevity, and the plant 
which appears to you from its size eo young 
may have germinated during the Presidency 
of Jackson or the thunders of Waterloo. Upon 
the highest alps and in the lowest valieys they 
are omnipresent, and many a cathedrai tower 
and battlemented wall is incrusted and rend.- 
ered picturesque by these same lichens you 
find today. 


Scarcely less common are the mosses, 
matted about the roots of trees, clothing with 
a garment of perennial verdure decaying logs 
and stumps, and bordering the grassy wood 
paths with a variegated luxuriance peculiar to 
their growth, Note the axial arrangement of 
the leaflets upon the stem and see how the 
same pian which governs the development of 
higher plants exists here. Only the 
fruit, within the capsules poised *upon 
the slender pedicel, differs, relegating these 
toa humble order. The magnifier will show 
you the remarkable tooth-like processes 
which form the portals of the nursery in 
which the spores are nourished. Why the 
teeth should be multiples of four is as mys- 
terious as the number eight prevailing in the 
spores of lichens or the twisting of fruit 
pedicel in mosses, one of which by ita specific 
name indicates a hygrometric value. 


Speaking of mosses leuds to a pardonable 
digression in which it may de permitted to 
deplore the confusion of so-called popular 
science. A distinguished botanist has — 
and truthfully averred that there is no suc 
thing as science for the million. All classi- 
ication, without which the material world, 
however beautiful, would be an unintelli- 
gible chaos, must be founded upon 
as enlightened and definite a system 
as the progress of knowledge will allow, and 
the language and nomenciature adopted be 
concise and un form, that they may acquire 
universal importance. The tin tongue, 
possessing unequaled facilities for brevity of 
expression, exactness of thought, and general 
intercourse, has been chosen as the standard 
medium for the record of scientific attain- 
ment. But in the popular terminology the 
most uncertain ideas and relations are fre- 
quent.

Veint of beauty. ‘The Japanese have by no 


means ceased to adore and to admire it; to 
exalt and praise the peerless peak; to cele. 
brate it in prose and verse; to translate it by 
every medium known to art; but with the 
Mumination of these later days, the advance 
of outside ideas, all the old traditions are 
lessening a little in force, and belief in the 
actual, literal sacredness of Fuji’s soil is not 
go universal among the lower classes, 

Young Japan has seen so many idols fall, 
go many myths explode, such extracrdinary 
things happen that it would be strange if 
these moderns did not take the Fuji legends 
and traditions with many skeptical grains of 
salt. 

Until this generation, Fujiyama was regard- 
ed as a sacred part of earth, To the Ainos 
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n the rice heads ripen and begin to 
and yellow among the green 
lances the rural truly pious pilgrims dis- 
11 „ and the hats, and the mats, and the 
white clothes are not seen for another year. 
The staff witha head hung full of jingling 
metal rigs. the prayer bell at the waist, the 
string of sacred beads and charms, and the 
square box for precious relics and souvenirs 
are less seen than formerly, and quite a little 
of picturesque interest is lost for the looker- 
on in this later day. 

Every foreign visitor to Japan is anxious to 
climb Fujiyama, and during the open season 
on the mountain nota week passes without 
one or more strangers trudging up the great 
ash heap. The completion of the railway al- 
lowgone to goin a few hours from Yoko- 
ham to Gotenba in the plain at the base, 
and a jinirikisha ride of a few miles overa 
biack cinder road between intensely green 
fields, bamboo groves, and forests leaves one

it was the throne of fire, and for succeeding 
centuries it has been accepted as the home of 
a goddess, who asserted more than celestial 
state, held all unbelievers and inferiors at bay, 
and performed miracles at will. Fujiyama is 
always she, but being a woman, the god- 
dess Fujisan hated other women and would 
not allow any woman to climb to her summit, 
sending her imps and demons to fly away with 
any of her own sex who ventured near. Yet, 
in the dim ages ago, the party of pious ones 
who came over from China, seeking the sacred 
fire from the great mountain’s heart, were not 
restricted to the one sex. Fuji was also be- 
lieved to put terrible punishments upon those 
who failed to perform the entire pilgrimage 
on foot; and at the toru, or gateway, at the 
base of the mountain, all horses and vehicles 
were turned back, and the mountain spared 
any defiling hoof or touch. 

From the earliest times there have been 
temples along the mourtain side, around the 
rim, and within the crater itself, and every 
year the pious ones have trudged to the sum- 
mit to pray to the Shinto spirits as the sun 
rose from the ocean and illuminated the 
thirteen provinces outspread below and 
around the peak. The pilgrims still ascend 
to those lofty temples, and the lines of such 
picturesque figures are most unique and at- 
tractive features in the Fuji region, but too 
many young Japanese go only as sightseers 
and mountain climbers,: In time there may 
come to be a Fujiclub, as a counterpart of 
European Alpine clubs, and knickerbockers 
and hobnailed shoes supplant the palmers’ 
white garments, straw sandals, and jingling 
staffs aioug the mountain side. 


F@iyama is not at her best in point of 
beauty in midsummer. The beauty is in 
déshabuille, as she lays aside her shining robes 
and crown of snow before July, and but for 
the mists and the clouds that clothe her in 
colors, she wears a mantle of dusty red brown 
all above the green forest wreath that clothes 
her pedestal, Although the snow leaves so 
early the season for pilgrimages and mount- 
ain-climbing lasts only through the months 


climbed half way to the summit one October 
only kept their guides and coolies with them 
by main force and distinct threats and met 
with enough snow and disasters to deter other 
foreigners from running counter to Japanese 
custom and experience. Ten rest-houses, where 
food and lodging may be had by the wayfarer, 
occur at intervals up the evenly sloping 
mountain. These huts, built of lava blocks, 


and those who venture up before or alter their 
season run the risk of encountering storms on 
that open, wind-swept, lava cone, where there 


The Fuji season opens all at once in early 
July and the quiet country roads around the 
mountain’s base are suddenly enlivened by 
strings of pilgrims in white cotcon clothes, 
each with a broad straw hat, a strip of straw 
matting over his shoulder, and a small bun- 
dle on his back. The simplicity of Japanese 
living and the even hot temperature of the 
Japanese summer permit them to roam com- 
fortably for weeks at atime with only this 
slight provision.

the plain again. There 1s a temple witha 
fine stone torii and lanterns blocking the end 
of the village street, and high above the 
temple groves and the roof sweeps the giori- 
ous cone in its graceful unbroken lines—a 
belt of green, and then the dull red, lilac, 
purple, steel gray, or dark blue slope of bare 
cinder and lava, as the light and the hours 
play with its surface. 

Subashiri people are all early risers, and in 
this pilgrim season the town is active and 
noisy from 2 o’clock in the mornmg until 8 
or 9 o'clock, when it settles down for a doze 
until towards sundown, when the weary pil- 
gtims come down from the mountain in 
strings and new ones arrive from below. 
With the first gray light every village eye 
turns to the mountain to see what the weather 
prospects are. Fujisan is spoken of rever- 
ently and lovingly, and all the beauty's freaks 
and whims endured with praise. Fuji 
is always admirable and adorable to 
them, in clouds, or rain, or sunshine. Ever 
the most graceless barbarian must admit the 
incomparable charm and beauty of this 
matchiess mountain, even in the bare mid- 


summer time, if he only sees it clear cut in 


the gray-white light of the morning and 
watches the first sun rays touch the summit 
and redden the whole upper slope. For five 


miles that we traveled toward it over a slowly 


rising moor, the lovely cone floated before 


and above us in changing lights. Horses and 
chair-bearers walked slowly and steadily 
toward the vision and it never faded. 


We had entered the sacred mountain 


ground at the edge of Subashiri, when we 


ssed through a heavy stone gateway, and at 
Jmagayshi (literally Turn-back-horse), at the 


edge of the forest belt, still more sacred soil 
began. But in these progressive days the 
horses are no longer turned back there. nor 
are the kagos or palanquins stopped. Fuji’s 
Math is not to be dreaded in these later days, 
and one may ride on through the five miles of 
forest and bush and out om the open lava as 
far as the No. 2 station, where the steep path 
of loose la va crumbs and folds of hard lava 
make quick work with the clumsy straw shoes 
of the animals. Properly shod ponies or don- 
keys could easily carry climbers to the eighth 
station (10,600 feet), and with the rush of 
things in this very progressive young country 
one may expect such comforts, or even a cog 
railway before many seasons, 


Climbing Fujiyama is not climbing a 


mountain atall in one sense. It is a steady, 
long walk upacinder path, with one short, 
steep stretch up a bare lava stream. where 
one has secure foothold and almost as easy 
stepping as on a staircase. There was once 
some virtue perhaps in walking the whole 
fifteen miles from Umagayeshi to the sum- 
mit, but now that the priests permit and pil- 
grims do not oppose the foreign visitors riding 
more than half way up the slope it is rather 
an easy matter on the whole. One has to 
spend three nights at least & la Japonaise, 
sieeping on the floors, and face the chances of 
storms detaining him at one of the rest 
houses; but otherwise it is an agreeable ex- 
perience, full of interest and strong local 


color.

Trains of hoarsely chanting pilgrims rapidly 
passed us on that last stretch, each recoguiz- 
ing us with a courteous greeting and thanks 
for yielding them the wav. 
with them was to reach the highest point of 
the crater’s rim in time to hail the sun as it 
rose. It was sufficient for us unbelievers, and 
many laggard and short-minded pilgrims 
too, to get to the edge of the crater on that 
east side, and from that rim view the spectacu- 
lar effect of the sun rising straight from the 
ocean. A hundred or more pilgrims stood in 
line with hands clasped and eyes fixed expect- 
ant on tne east when the first edge of the 
giowing disk showed above the sharp horizon 
line. A shout passed the word along and 
down, and climbing pilgrims stopped where 
they were on the slope, and all clasped hands 
toward the east, and fervently mumbled their 
salutations to the power of light and life. 
was a beautiful and impressive scene, and not 
one devout soul there, not one of our own 
coolies even, seemed to notice or be conscious 
ef the group of unbelievers, so wholly ab- 
sorbed were they in their prayers. 

Ae the bright red ball rose clear above the 
ocean, the mists and clouds far below us be- 
gan to roll over and over and rise in thin 
tatters and streamers, to drift high above the 
crater’s rim, and vanishing displayed all 
Japan’s thirteen provinces clear cut far be- 
neath.

point, but it soon mellowed, and the morn- 
ing sunshine was warm and exhilarating and 
we basked in it with delight. 


After the first ecstatic greeting to the sun 
the devout pilgrims turned their faces to the 
crater and clapped hands, rubbed rosaries, 
fluttered books of sacred writings, and prayed 
fervently towards the yawning hollow in the 
mountain's top. At the abrupt precipice edge, 
where they gathered in greatest numbers to 
invoke the spirits within, a policeman has a 
mite of a centry-box house, the Japanese Gov. 
ernment making itself felt even on that sacred 
mountain top and paternal 
good subjects fall over in 
zeal. An unhappier lot for even a policeman 
cannot be imagined than to shiver on that 
mountain top throughout the pilgrims’ sea- 
son and save devout souls from too quick a 


hereafter. 


We had a second break fast at one of the little 

bouldered cabins of refuge beside the temple 
and then made the two-mile tour of the crat- 
er's rim, surveying all the thirteen provinces 
from that high point and findimg that 
aneroid barometer registered 12,300 feet 
against the six or seven estimates of 
recent years, which range from 13,250 
to 13,600 feet elevation for the match- 
less summit. 
issued from the scorehed and 
ling red lava; on anotherstorny stretch peons’ 
parents had raised little cairns to children 
who have died and gone to the care of benevo- 
Jizo in the next world; and 
temple reached by ciimbin 
wild bowlders and two steep ladders, housed a 
cheerful old priest whose seals were the most 
taking of all the mountain stamps. Half way 
down in the steep crater bowl another temple 
and another old Shinto priest gave us yet an- 
other set of hieroglyphs to remember the 
mountain by, and the spring of sweet golden 
water refreshed us with ice cold, clear fluid 
inelted from the snow banks that cling to the 
erater’s steep walls all the year around. A 
few hours to bask in the sun and snap the 
camera at the leisurely 
panting up the last steep 
then we had to plan for the descent. 
It was with the greatest regret that we left 
that high parapet of heaven, lined with little 
shrines and rest-houses built of rough lava 
blocks, before which paraded such picturesque 
figures as one cannot see elsewhere in such 
The old priest, who had done a 
great day’s business, and an unusual branch 
of business for him, in stamping note paper 
and dinner cards for the unbeliever at extra 
rates, posed for a last portrait before his 
altar, and begged us to come again. 


The ascending path goes from rest-house 
long zig-zags, but the 
descending path is an air-line from the 
temple door to the edge of the woods, 8,000 
feet below—a plain, straight way down an 
ash chute. We tied straw sandals over our 
passed ropes around 
our waists as brakes to our headlong plunge 
down this ash chute, and away we went, 
slipping, sliding, 
ankle-deep into the loose cinders and la va 
The coolies played out like fish at 
the end of a short line, replaced the wornout 
sandals several times, and in three hours we 
were at the foot of the cone so slowly and la- 
borious!y mounted. Kagos carried us through 
the forest belt and jinrikishas whirled us over 
the black cindery roads to Subashiri again, 
in the sunset’s light Fujiyama was so 
dreamlike, so much a vision, that ve could 
hardly realize the solid, solid miles of lava 
we had traversed to reach it.

THE HAWAIIAN REVOLUTION. 

The Hawaiian revolution, considered as 
to dimensions and outcome, is something of 
a tempest in a teapot, but it is of as grave 
import to the Government of Hawaii as was 
the rebellion of 1861 to the Government of 
the United States, and the little ome resem- 
bles the big one in its preliminary events and 
environments, The principal difference is 


prepared to deal with it than ours, and that it 
will make shorter work of quelling it, as it is 
a conflict of Americans on one hand with 
Kanakas on the other. Even if the entire na- 
tive population should rise the rebellion 
would be put down speedily unless some for- 


| eign power should intervene, which is not 


likely, as alf the principal foreign powers have 
recognized the Dole government. 

It is evident that the Royalists have been re- 
ceiving and concealing arms for some time 
past, biding the time when it seemed to be 
favorable for an uprising. Itis evident also, 
that the government has been fully cognizant 
of the details of the conspiracy, has prepared 
itself for the emergency, but has refrained 
from action until the situation promised to 
become dangerous. The leader of the natives 
was Wilcox, an adventurer. He has been 
on both sides. At one time he has 
espoused the cause of the ex-Queen, 
at another that of the government. He has 
advocated annexation and opposed it. He has 
great influence with the natives. Ambitious, 
unscrupulous, and daring he seizes upon the 
present opportunity, when foreign war ves- 
sels were absent, to prepare to strike a blow 
against the government, evidently believing 
it was not aware of what was going on and 
hoping to succeed by the swiftness of his 
blow. The government, however, was fully 
posted as to the plans of the conspirators and 
forestalled them. It decided to seize the con- 
cealed arms and thus deprive the natives 
of the material with which to conduct a revo- 
ution. Against this seizure the natives re- 
sisted and although at first they outnumbered 
the whites they were soon driven away and 
the arms were captured, though net without 
loss of life, among the victims being Charles 
L. Carter, a young man of high character and 
great promise. He received his education at 
Ann Arbor and went back to Hawaii, where 
he was born and where his father had held 
high positions. He was one of the principal 
leaders in the overthrow of the Queen, a 
prominent advocate of annexation, and 
was in favor of strong measures 
against such public enemies as Wil 

cox—a fact which probably marked him 
out as a victim of Royalist resentment. At 
last accounts the uprising was under control 
and a @arge number of the rebels had been 
made prisoners. 

It is not likely that the revolution will as- 
sume a dangerous phase. The government is 
alert, active, and strong, and will put it down 
promptly. But the revolution should never 
have occurred and would never have oc- 
curred had it not been for the inde. 
fensible policy of the administration 
at Washington in withdrawing the Ameri- 
can vessel of war and leaving American 
interests unprotected. The event confirms 
the protest and warning of Rear Admiral 
Walker and the wisdom of his recommenda- 
tion that a war vessel should be kept at the 
island for the present. The agitation began 
immediately after the American vessel left, 
and the administration at Washington was 
aware of it. It must have been known at the 
Naval Department and at the White House 
when the Philadelphia sailed away under or- 
ders that what has happened would hap- 
pen. In his recent interview the Pres- 
ident conceded that he had used every 
effort to restore Liliuokalani to her throne 
but had failed. Did he and the rest of the 
friends of this troublesome woman anticipate 
that the Royalists would succeed in the event 
the Philadelphia was ordered away? Whether 
they did or not the uprising has been quelled 
and the policy of infamy has received an- 
other telling blow. It is now probable the ad- 
ministration will attempt to forestall criticism 
by ordering the Philadelphia back there, but 
whether it does or not Congress, which 
jurisdiction in the prem- 
ises, should demand that the Secretary 
of the Navy order vessels there and keep at 
least one of them there for some time to 
come. Qur relations with Hawaii are too 
close, our interests too important, and the 
danger of foreign plotting to gain a foothold 
too imminent to admit of any neglect in 
maintaining our influence in the islands. But 
there should be no further talk of maintain- 
ing influence or defending interests. The s0- 
lution of the problem lies in annexation. 
When Hawaii comes under the flag which 
Paramount Biount ordered pulled down there 
will be no further danger from Royalists, from 
foreign powers, or from the Kanaka sympa- 
thizers in the administration. 


THE AREITRATION OF LABOR DISPUTES. 

Thirteen States now bave laws for the arbi- 
tration of strikes and lockouts. IIIinois is 
not one of them, but several bills relatmg to 
this subject have been introduced, and some 
one of them doubtless will be passed. State 
Boards of Arbitration have been in existence 
long enough to show that, while they are not 
the panacea for labor troubles that their 
sanguine advocates once thought they would 
be, still they accomplish much good. 
Thus, for instance, there were 425 strikes 
and lockouts in the State of New York dur- 
ing the year ending Nov. 1 last. Some of 
these lasted only a few days and settled them- 
selves, but in oniy eight cases was the State 
Board called on to act as final arbitrator. Hut 
the board mediated in a great many cases, It 
brought striker and employer face to face. It 
smoothed over the irritation incident to the 
strike, and succeeded in securing mutual con- 
cessions. So its work was of more value than 
one might be inclined to think at the first 
giat ce. 

Of tne bills before the Legislature the one 
most likely to pass is that drafted at the in- 
stance of the Civic Federation. It provides 
for a State Board and for local ones. The 
members of the first are appointed by the 
Governor. The arbitrators of the local boards 
are to be selected one by each of the parties 
in interest, and the other by the two. These 
temporary boards have all the powers of the 
permanent one and bence wiil be likely to be 
resorted to in the smaller and purely local 
difficulties. 

li two disputants agree to let the State 
Board pass on their controversy each of them 
appoints an expert assistant whose duty it is 
te‘procure and lay before the board informa- 
tion concerning wages paid and methods of 
work in similar manuifactories or trades 
throughout the State. These experts are to 
be paid $7 a day for their services by the 


‘State. The arbitrators who serve on local 


boards are to be paid $3 a day for their serv. 
ices by the Mayor or out of the or town 
treasury. If the Mayor or the of Trus- 
tees approves of it witnesses are also to be 
paid. Judging from the experience in other 
States these expenses will not amount to 
much and will be a saving of maden if only a 
few strikes are settled.

Boards 
in other States have accomplished much good 
in that way. The parties to a strike in which 
large moneyed interests are involved on each 
side are often reluctant to submit their con- 
troversy to the judgment of a third party, 
while they are not in the least offended by at- 
tempts at mediation. 

There is nothing in the nature of compulsory 
arbitration about this measure. No man or 
body of men can be forced to submit his or 
their case to a Stateora local board. Obstin- 
ate employers or obstinate unions can insist 
that there is nothing to arbitrate if they 
see fit. But if some such measure as this 
were in force unquestionably many cases 
would be submitted to the tribunals it makes 
provision for. The efforts of the State Board 
to reconcile disputants would be successful 
often. If the board carnot arbitrate or con- 
ciliate it is empowered to investigate a con- 
troversy and make public its report setting 
forth the causes and assigning responsibility or 
blame. The influence on public sentiment of 
such unbiased reports will be great. 

This measure or something like it should 
be passed this year. No State which has pro- 
vided for the arbitration of labor disputes has 
ever regretted it or dreamed of repealing the 
law. Neither will Illinois if she joins the 
thirteen States which have arbitration laws. 


LNOTHER OF THOSE ENGLISH ESTATES. 
There was a dispatch in Tas TA UN yeg- 


terday to the effect that the American heirs 


to the James Holmes estate. who are said 
to be “ scattered all over the country,” had 
employed an attorney to recover that estate, 
which is alleged to amount to $400,000,000, 
and to be the largest undivided one in the 
world.“ This Holmes is said to have been a 
South Sea Islands trader, and to haved died 
in 1727. “His estate, which has remained in- 
tact for a century and a half, is said to be 
mainly in money, deposited in the Bank of 
England and in Dublin banks. 

Some of these heirs live in Illinois. For 
their benefit it may be stated that there is no 
400 million dollar estate, nor any estate 
whatever, remaining undistributed since 
1727. Every dollar they may pay out to an 
attorney to recover this non-existent money 
never will be seen by them again. If they 
have any doubts on this subject let them write 
to the American Legation at London and 
they will get the same kind of information. 

It may have escaped the attention of these 
heirs that a few months ago two men, one of 
them an English attorney and the other an 
American, were found guilty of swindling 
and sent to an English prison. The Ameri- 
can crossed the ocean as the representative of 
the heirs of what has been known for a great 
many yearsas the “ Townley-Lawrence es- 
tate, a will-of-the-wisp which has led thou- 
sands of American Lawrences astray and 
taken tens of thousands of dollars out of their 
pockets for the benefit of sharpers. 

There are other estates, equally fabulous, 
which have served to enrich ‘speculative law- 
yers and impoverish credulous Americans. As 
fast as one set of heirs is milked dry some 
other estate is trotted out and all those who 
can trace their descent from A. B., who came 
to this country about 1650,“ are told there 
are several millions in the Bank of Engiand 
awaiting distribution, but that there are a few 
points yet to be cleared up and it will require 
a little money to do it. There are usually 
many hundreds of descendants in male and 
female lines, A few dollars from each of 
them makes up a eum which supports the be- 
nevolent attorney foratime. When that has 
been used up he makes another assessment, 
informing the heirs of the obstacles overcome 
by him and assuring them that in a few 
months the money will be theirs. 

Successive American Ministers to England 
have announced over and over again that there 
are no estates to be divided. But the cred- 
ulity of Americans seems to be unconquera- 
ble. There are no vast accumulations of 
wealth piled up in the Bank of England await- 
ing claimants. If a man died a hundred years 
ago leaving considerable personal property 
and no heirs turned up within a reasonable 
period his personality has been handed over 
to the crown, Estates are no more put away 
there to wait for heirs than they are here. 
This Holmes estate is a mockery, a delusion, 
and a snare,” like all the other estates of the 
same kind. 


MRS, BALLINGTON BOOTH’S MISSION. 

The new movement of the soldiers of the 
Salvation Army, having for its object the 
rescue of fallen wotnen in this city, should 
arouse public interest. The movement will 
have an eloquent advocate in the person of 
Mrs. Ballington Booth, wife of the Com- 
mander of the forces in the United States, 
who Thursday evening next at Central Music 
Hall and Friday at the Princess Rink will 
explain the scheme to the public and set forth 
the needs of the army. As the proceeds of 
these lectures will be applied to the further- 
ing of the scheme it is to be hoped there will 
be a large attendance on each occasion. 

The object of the army is to establish a 
rescue home, Already it has organized such 
homes in Boston, New York, Cleveland. and 
San Francisco, and they are doing good work 
among this unfortunate class of women. It 
is proposed to start here a home capable of 
accommodating about twenty women, who 
will be under the charge of Maj. Brown, who 
has had large experience working in the 
slums, and particularly among the fallen 
women, She is a woman of great earnest- 
ness and courage, She thoroughly appreci- 
ates and understands the nature of her work 
and its difficulties, and how she approaches it 
may be told in her own words: 


It is Mrs. Booth’s peculiar work, and the Gen- 
eral is in hearty accord. We have through the 
blessed agency of Jesus accomplished more than 
I can tell you about. Somehow the women of 
the clase we hope to reach do not fear us, do 
not repel us, do not distrust us. We ask 
no questions, we pry into no secrets, we chide 
nobody, we make no ostentation of their return 
to the heartfold of Christ's humanity. We do 
not ask them to join our ranks, wear our uniform, 
or engage in our work; wesimply help and en- 
courage them to get closer to the God who is our 
Field Marshal and whose batteries will thunder 
in the heaven? long after our feeble guns are 
silenced. 

The whole system of the Salvation Army is 
contained in the above extract. It is because 


the poor, the weak, the criminals, and the 


fallen do not fear, repel, or distrust the sol- 


diets of this unique army that they have so 
much success among them. However ear- 
nest or well disposed other philanthropic 
workers may be they have not theadvantage of 
the Salvation Army in this particular field oe 
eee merciful effort. It is pecul-

“AY HOME” ON SUNDAY. 

The new use of Sunday evenings seems to 
‘be one of the most promising ‘features of 
modern society, The rapidly decreasing ob- 
servance of the second service on Sunday by 
the churches has left an evening of leisure 
which is utilized in many homes by informal 
gatherings ot small groups of congenial peo- 
ple. In these one finds perhaps the most re- 
fined and stimulating society existing in Chi- 
cago today. 

The ideal conditions are met when not 
more than ten or twelve persons are present; 
when these have been selected and bidden by 
the hostess with a nice sense of certain fit- 
nesses; and when all ceremonies of dress and 
state are dispensed with, The hostess set- 
the example of informality by offering an 
early and simple repast, either served by her- 
self or in the library or sitting-room, or round 
the dining-room table without change of 
plates and as little interposition from servant, 
as possible, 

The advantages of Sunday over other even- 
ings for meetings of this kind are that only on 
Sunday as a rule, are gentlemen sufficiently 
at leisure and in the mood to enter into the 
spirit of the occasion; and that only on Sun- 
day, the servants’ “day out,” are women— 
those slaves of convention—brave enough to 
offer the simple entertainment of the chafing- 
dish and the tea-ball, instead of the elaborate 
dinner or late supper of state. 

That there is need of a new tone and atmos- 
phere in social life is something so manifest 
that it needs no urging. Neither the after- 
noon reception, because of its almost exclu- 
sive availability to women alone, nor the club 
dinner, nor card party, nor the crowded and 
formal evening party, with its demands of 
late hours and elaborate dressing, nor all of 
them together can be said to furnish a highly 
favorable medium for developing the great 
Art of Society. Nor have any of the various 
forms of reading and study classes been more 
successful. It is a truly virtuous use of Sun- 
day if it can be employed in elevating the 
social standards and fostering the neglected 
graces of conservatism. 

The truth is that as conversers we have suf- 
fered ourselves to lapse behind our ancestors. 
The eighteenth century witnessed the cul- 
mination of conversation as a fine art, be- 
cause then everything favored its practice, 
just as everything tavors reading now. The 
stage coach, slow locomotion, the leisure of 
people, limited news, limited interests 
these made each man personally of 
more social importance to his  neigh- 
bor than we are to each other. 
What do we care for what our neighbor has to 
say unless he has some special business with 
us or some new fact to communicate? And 
because we do not care conversation lan- 
guishes, and thus a free, vivacious, elegant 
social life has gone into decline. We have 
“clubs”? enough in all conscience, we listen 
to enough papers and discussions on 
all sorts of topics, but the  distinguish- 
ing and delightful feature of these Sunday 
evening groups of friends is their spontaneity. 
The best acquisition to such a company is the 
man or woman of the broadest sympathies 
and the most attractive personality; but every 
one can cultivate some talent by due regard 
to certain axioms of polite society. To listen 
well; to avoid stilted language and ponderous 
tones; to beware either of monopolizing when 
our own theories are in request or of lapsing 
into absolute silence when the subject is re- 
mote or foreign to our interests; to refrain 
from exposing the blunders or weaknesses of 
others; and above all to say nothing that 
must be regretted afterwards—are canons 
never to be ignored. 

The subdtie tone of a cultured society is not 
learning itself, though it is the effect of learn- 
ing; itisas far removed from pedantry on 
the one hand as from ignorance on the other; 
it is marked by a graceful familiarity of 
learned allusion and general knowledge, not 
only in the cloistered library or student’s 
quarters but also in gay drawing-rooms; it is 
the last touch of a highly finished social con- 
dition, the choicest fruit of civilization. 

American life hag been often criticised by our 
visitors from abroad for its lack of such a 
society. Splendor, wit, intelligence, variety 
they find in abundance, but easy grace in sim- 
ple social observance, they say, ie lacking. 
The prevailing American fashion is to sepa- 
rate the two sexes and the different ages. 
Compared With the French, the English, the 
Italian, how little time American men and 
women pass in each other’s society, and 
how much less young and old min- 
gle together! The business-man an, 
and talks only of shop'; the new woman’ 
is quite as much n to her own pet 
projects; the young people are scarcely in- 
teliigible to one not well versed in popular 
slang. Each needs the harmonizing and civ- 
ilizing influence of the others on terms favor- 
ing happy intercourse. Those who have set 
the pattern of these pleasant informal family 
gatherings Sunday are moving in the right 
direction and establishing an ideal of intel- 
lectual hospitality which is akin to religion 
itself, 


HOW GRAND JURORS ARE SELECTED. 

There is on the Jannary grand jury, which 
will investigate the Washington street tunnel 
accident, a man who was for many ycars in 
the employ of the West Side Street railway 
company. Ashe was drawn a day before the 
accident happened it appears that he did not 
get on the jury for any sinister purpose. The 
Commissioner responsible for his selection 
explains that this man came to him, said he 
was not working and would like to get on the 
grand jury. Being a friend of the Commis- 
sioner the latter got him the job. 

Evidently all this ex-employé wanted was a 
job lasting for two or three weeks which would 
pay him $2aday. It is nut desirable that grand 
juries, whose duties are generally of a most 
important nature, should be made up of men 
who are out of work, but for some years back 
they have been composed largely of persons 
belonging to that class. That is true of petit 
jurors also. Commissioners have come to 
look on the bestowal of such offices on needy 
friends as something which was perfectly 
proper. The result has been that both grand 
and petit juries have run down at the heels. 

The law concerning petit jurors says that 
any person who shall seek the position of a 
juror or who shall ask any attorney or other 
officer of the court or other person to secure 
his selection as a juryman shall be deemed 
guilty of a contempt of court.” The scope of 
this law ought to be broadened so as to take 
in any man who tries to get a place on a 


grand jury. His object may be simply to get 


the pay, but it is always possibie that he may 
have something else in view.

THE EPISCOPAL PASTORAL LETTER. 

The Episcopal “ House of Bishops” of the 
United States has issued, through a commit- 
tee of six of its members, a pastoral letter ad- 
dressed to our well-beloved clergy and 
laity.“ It was published in full in Tax Tu- 
unn of Wednesday last. The subject of the 
letter is the necessity and duty of holding, 


teaching, and defending the two cardinal 


trutha”—the incarnation of our Lord 
Jesus Christ and the inspiration of 
the holy scriptures. The immediate occa- 
sion for the issuance of the letter is 
stated by the Living Church to be the reve- 
lations of the last few months connected with 
some of the training schools for holy orders, 
it being felt that the individual cases which 
have come to light are not sporadic or acci- 
dental, but symptoms of a tendency, a move- 
ment of thought, which threatens the very 
foundations of revealed religion, It is under- 
stood from outside sources that these ‘“‘ occa- 
sions include two cases in Boston in which 
ordination was refused because of laxity with 
regard to the doctrine of the incarnation, and 
to some in Philadelphia in which belief in the 
inspiration of the scriptures was not suf- 
ficiently strong. 

The pastoral cites the creeds of the church, 
the proper preface for Trinity Sunday, the 
order for the holy communion, the second of 
the Thirty-nine Articles, the words of the Te 
Deum, and the collect for Christmas day, as 
proving that the church teaches and requires 
its ministers to teach the doctrine of the in- 
carnation. It says this doctrine, as held by 
the church from the earliest ages, as revealed 
and taught in the scriptures and defined 
against all attacks of error by the four 
great general councils of the undivided 
church, is held by the Episcopal Church as 
the fundamental doctrine of Christianity.” 
Without it sinners have no true and adequate 
mediator. It includes and involves ali of our 
Lord’s redemptive work, his one sacrifice for 
all the sins of the world, his resurrection from 
the dead and ascension into heaven, his inter- 
cession, and the glory of bis eternal kingdom. 
The pastoral insists that these are eternal 
facts and eternal truths,” telling what God 
has taught man and done for him, rather 
than what man has thought out for himself 
about God. Hence they are entitled to im- 
plicit faith which cannot be modified without 
grave peril to souls. 

The church has confined itself to a positive 
assertion of the fact of the inspiration of the 
scriptures without any definition of its mode 
or the exposition of any theory concerning it. 
But the declaration of the fact is unequivocal, 
and the ordination vows solemnly taken by 
every priest and Bishop bind them to the state- 
ment that the scriptures “ contain all doctrine 
required as necessary for eternal salvation 
through faith in Jesus Christ. It has not 
been left to modern criticism to dis- 
cover that the revelation was a pro- 
gressive one, and it would be faithless 
to think that the Christian religion has 
anything to fear from the critical study of the 
Holy Scriptures, but that inspiration is a 
postulate of faith, not a corollary of criticism. 
It cannot lawfully be questioned by any 
Christian man, and least of all by men who 
have sealed their conviction of the certainty 
of the faith with the solemn vows of ordina- 
tion. The Bishops admit the right of pri- 
vate judgment on undetermined questions 
which cannot be necessary to salvation, but 
the doctrines which form the subject of the 
pastoral do not lie in that border land. They 
say that no specious plea of progress, liberty, 
independence, or comprehension can weaken 
in the least the constraining obligation of a 
covenant of conformity. 

The Living Church, which is the Episcopal 
organ in this city, says it only remains that 
the Bishops shall practically back up “ these 
statements of necessary truth by refusing to 
allow their students to connect themselves 
with schools in which they are not steadfastly 
neld and taught, and that no candidate should 
be allowed to prosecute his studies in a school 
that has no necessary relation to the ecclesi- 
astical authorities of the church and which 
cannot in any direct way be called to ac- 
count. This is plain talk,“ but no one has 
a right to take exception to it. So long as 
the tenets of the church are so clearly 
and unmistakably defined by authority which 
the members of the church choose to con- 
sider as binding on their hearts and con- 
sciences the bounden duty of those in charge 
is to see that the teachers under them do not 
radically depart from the line of doctrine so 
laid down. A man has no right to demand 
permission formally to subscribe to the thir- 
ty-nine articles if he intended to subscribe 
with radical mental reservations. The place 
of such a man is outside the church. 
He ought to seek afield of action in 
which he would not teel calied upon to 
play the hypocrite either by preaching what 
he does not believe or running counter to the 
obligations voluntarily assumed when or- 
dained to the ministry. The Bishops may be 
wrong in supposing that nobody alive today 
is wiser than were the men who composed the 
four great church councils or those who com- 
piled the prayer-took, but they are correct in 
claiming that “a heresy which would seek at 
the altar protection from the penalty of a vio- 
lated vow forleits the réspect and tenderness 
due to honest doubt.“ 


PROMPT ACTION NEEDED. 

The heavy gold exports of last week have 
reduced the reserve in the United States Treas- 
ury to barely 71 milliou dollars and the de- 
ficiency of revenue for the month thus far is 
more than 94¢ millions. These are signifi- 
cant figures. They indicate the necessity of 
being up and doing if the party in power 
is to be spared the ignominy of having pre 
cipitated the country into worse business and 
financial conditions than any that have been 
experienced within the present generation. It 
is no wonder leading Democrats have asked 
prominent Republicans to help them out of 
the dilemma by preparing such a measure for 
relief as would be reasonably certain to be- 
come a law without much delay. It seems 
impossible for the administration to carry 
along without the issue of another lot of 
bonds, even if Congress should at once pro- 
vide for an increase of current revenues, and 
undoubtedly it would be much. better to au- 
thorize the issue on the piun suggested by 


Senator Allison or Senator Sherman than to 


leave the Secretary of the Treasury to raise 
the money in the way he had to adopt twice 
last year, 

It is to be hoped that a majority in both 
Houses of Congress will feel it to be to their 
duty to take prompt action in the matter dur- 
ing this week. It is a case which apparently 
admits not of delay, and at the best an unneces- 
sary delay will be dangerous. To provide for 
an increase of revenues and formally author- 
ize the sale of low rate bonds, perhaps re- 
deemable within a short time, the proceeds to 
be used for meeting deficiencies in the revenue 
or to preserve the parity, or both, as may be 
required, is an imperative duty. No minor 
differences of opinion or comparatively un- 
important affairs of any other characte?

But it is an 
impressive fact that never has Mr. Hoar been 
so vital and potent an influence in the public 
life ot his State and in the hails of Congress 
as he is now, and never has the extraordjnory 
vigor of his faculties been more manifest.” 
The whole country will congratulate Massachu- 
setts that it has run services of this schoriarly, 
and patriotic Senator, a Republican since the 
birth of the! party, a gallant defender of] its 
principles, a practical, clear-headed states- 
man, an accomplished scholar, an eloquent 
orator, and a gentleman every inch of him 
Massachusetts may well be proud of him. 
Since he entered public life there has been no 
opposition to his candidacy. Even if he 
were capable of it he has not secured office 
by deals, combinations, or patronage, nor 
has he sought it upon the pretext of re- 
sembling any one honored in the annals of 
the republic. Senator Hoar resembles him- 
self alone, but it is a thousand pities some 
other Senators did not resemble him. 

Rerruszentativs Bailey is deserving of 
credit. He has had the courage to introduce 
a bill prohibiting members of the Legislature 
and other public officials in this State from 
solicitmg, and corporations from issuing, 
railroad, telegraph; or other passes. His fel- 
low-members will call him a crank. They 
will take his bil! presently, when the com- 
mittees are appointed, and refer it to 
one whose Chairman will hold on to 
it till the last day of the session and then re- 
port it back without recommendation. All 
Mr. Bailey’s efforts to secure the considera- 
tion of his measure will be futile. Neither in 
committee nor in the House will he be able to 
get it up so it may be discussed. But reforms 
never are obtained except by fighting for them. 
Mr. Bailey should lift up his voice as often 
as he can during this session in 
behalf of his reform measure, and two years 
hence he can resume his good work or some- 
body else will for him. Whenever the usual 
weekly motion is made Thursday that the 
House adjourn over till the following Monday 
Mr. Bailey should not fail to state that if his 
bill were the law no such adjournment would 
be dreamed of, but the legislators would 
keep right on with their work and not draw 
pay tor days when they were not working. 


Tue Board of Inspectors who have been 
examining the condition of Old Ironsides,” 
now lying at the Portsmouth navy yard, re- 
port that it will require about $330,000 to 
restore her to serviceable condition—a sum 
larger than her original cost ($302,719) 
when she was built 98 years ago. Notwith- 
standing this fact the American people will 
not begrudge the money necessary to restore 
the conqueror of the Guerriere bold 
which on the foaming ocean rolled, the 
Java, the Cyane, and the Levant to her old 
form and enable her to ride the waves as 
securely as in the days when she was the ter- 
ror of the seas to all vesse!s carrying the En- 
glish flag.

There she 
would be an object lesson in patriotism. She 
would be at the spot where such . are 
most needed ! 


Tun Southern Governors in their recent 
messages have paid special attention to lynch- 
ings in that section. Gov. Carr of North Car- 
olina recommends the provision that any per- 
son deemed in danger of lynching shall be 
taken to the State penitentiary and kept there 
until trial at the expense of the county in 
which the crime was committed. Gov, Hogg 
of Texas renews his recommendation 
that any county in which a lynching occurs 
shail be liable to pay a *‘ specified large sum 
to the surviving wife, children, or parents 
of the victim, and thatthe Sheriff of the 
county shall be removed from office upon the 
lynching taking place, These recommenda- 
tions are encouraging, per se, or as mere per- 
sonal'sentimentsa. They would be more en- 
couraging if it were not the fact that Southern 
Governors several times before have. made 
recommendations of a similar nature to 
which Legislatures have paid no attention.

BRAHMS’ OONOERTO FOR. VIOLIN AND 
CELLO IS A MASTERPIECE |

Through the Scoring of the Accompaniment 
It Becomes More Nearly a Symphony 
than a Concerto=The Opening and Clos- 
ing Movements Strengest=-Mrs, Fanny 
Bloomfield-Zeisler Talks of Her Experi- 
ences In Germany—Foreign and Amer- 
ican Concert Audiences Compared. 
Brahms’ concerto for violin and ‘cello isa 
work requiring giants in its performance. 
Through the scoring of the accompaniment it 
becomes more nearly a symphony than a 
concerto, The opening and final movements, 
allegro and vivace non troppo, are strongest 
in direct appeal upon a first hearing. The 
second movement is in a measure somber 
through the fashion of its writing. Through- 
out the concerto is high ia musical worth, 
but of such infinite detail and philosophic 
workmanship as to require long and intimate 
association to allow of full value, It 
is marked by the. intellectuality but 
not the abstruseness that ham pers understand- 
ing in some others of the composer’s works, 


of fire and energy, and the charm of melody 
in the first are thoroughly spontaneous. The 
Andante, following upon the virility of the 
opening movement, comes with a sense 
of too great restraint. Given the proper tem- 
perament in performance the outcome proba- 
bly would be quite reversed, but tempera- 
ment was in yesterday's performance entirely 
denied it. Mr. Boegner was quite over- 
weighted in the violin part, of which he 
gave a painstaking and pedantic perform- 
ance. Mr. Steindel in the ’cello portion was 
more successful, but of poetry there was no 
hint. That which made the contrast sup- 
ported by the sqloists more difficult was the 
splendid and vigorous work of the orchestra. 
Even as matters stood, however, this first pro- 
duction of Brahms’ double concerto was 
strong in interest and notably well received 
by the audience. The Bach suite in D major, 
which has previously been given, and Beetho- 
ven’s Symphony No. 5 inC minor, formed 
the balance of the program.

Mrs. Bloomfleld-Zeisler, whose genuine suc- 
cess has been chronicled by the foreign news- 

apers during her recent tour, is again at 
— in Chicago, Mrs. Zeisler has gained 
for herself unreserved recognition abroad, and 
in a degree accorded only to artists of the fore- 
most rank. American vocalists have far out- 
numbered the native instrumentalist in ſor- 


eign successes. And in the latter field it may 


be said that fa vor is more difficult to win, par- 
ticularly th Germany. While a foreign verdict 
could not reverse an American judgment it 
must be acknowledged as strengthening it. 
In the present case the pleasure is increased 
— the fact that Mrs. Zeisler is a Western 
woman as well asan American, Of the result 
of her experience with foreign conductors, 
orchestras, and audiences, and of the compara- 
tive value of conditions in Germany and 
America, Mrs. Zeisler said: 
“That which strikes one forcibly is the 

youthfulness of the present great conductors 

of Germany, in each instance wonderfully 
talented, and in each instance scarcely more 
than 30 years old. There is improvement in 
the introduction of novelties in the orchestra 
concerts, especially in Berlin since the en- 

agement of Richard Strauss as conductor. 
— we have more novelties played in 
the Chicago orchestra concerts than are 
played in auy one series of orchestra concerts 
during a season in Germany. After the de. 
parture and consequent death of Von Bülow 
many conductors were tried and failed to 
please the Berlin public. Finally with the 
appearance of Richard Strauss, things began 
to go much better, and he is regarded as the 
best they have had since Von Bilow. In 
1896 the Berliners will have him altogether, 
as he will succeed Weingurtner at the Royal 
Opera. Dr. Much, one of the assistant con- 
ductors at the Berlin Opera, I regard as a re- 
markable man, although still quite young. He 
is the image of Wagner, much more strongly 
resem bling him than Siegfried Wagner does. 
All sorts of rumors are current, as is generai- 
ly the case in such instances, and doubtless 
without foundation but the likenees is start- 
ling. Of Siegfried Wagner I found the opin- 
ion amorg musicians of prominence in 
Germany to that he was a 
hard working, honest young musician, by 
no means a charlatan, but yet new in his art. 
Weingartner and Strauss are both tall and 
slender, and when they direct appear to be 
coming to pieces. They go through so many 
gyrations which can be com only to an 
immense exaggeration of Nikisch. get 
their effects marvelousty—but then the ef- 
fort. I am nota Lisztianer, and I was * 
enthusiastic over his Faust’ symphony, bu 
it was a revelation to me when I heard it — 
der Richard Strauss’ direction. I bave never 
seen a conductor as graceful and easy as Mr.

NOVELTIES THAT ARE OLD IN CHICAGO. 


Rice’s Burlesque “1492” Is Forestalled 
by Pilfering Farce Comedians. 

Rice’s historical burlesque “1492” de- 
serves sympathy rather than censure in ite 
peculiar predicament at the Columbia. It is 
original with ite authors as far as any bur- 
lesque production can be original, yet there 
is little in it that is not already familiar in 
Chicago. Its specialties have been so widely 
pilfered by farce comedy companies that they 
have been heard at frequent intervals during 
thé last two seasons. It should convince 
managers of the folly of keeping productions 
so long out of Chicago and then bringing them 
in under the guise of novelties.

STAGE PEOPLE OF THE COMING DAYS. 


Mrs. John Drew Thinks They WIIIl Come 
from the Dramatic Schools, 

In a recent issue of the Dramatic Mirror 
Mrs. John Drew was interviewed at length. 
Mrs. Drew, in the course of her talk, spoke 
of her theatrical experience, and referred to 
the fact that durmg her early career actors 
and actresses were expected to turn their 
hands at almost anything. The Mirror calls 
attention to the change in this particular with- 
in the last few years. Nowa player is ‘* picked 
with a view to personal fitness for a particular 
part. The Mirror continues: 

Confessedly the only training schools for actors 
today are the dramatic schools. It is profession- 
ally fashionable to saeer at these schools and to 
decry their gradpates. But the future of the 
drama rests more largely upon them than many 
may believe. There is no reason why the stage 
should not have training schools in the absence 
of opportunities for training on the stage itself. 
The theater is an institution in which exact 
knowledge is as necessary as it is in other 
institutions. This profession can make no 
better headway without schools of in- 
struction than can the profession of 
the law, or that of medicine, or that of painting. 
In fact, the transition from the old system to a 
new one will involve just such formality, if the 
new one is to be permanently successful and to 
maintain dignity. Few of the dramatic schools 
of today perhaps represent any practical series 
of utilities that the dramatic school of the future 
must develop. Too many of preseni schools 
are conducted upon pretense and have no sys- 
tematic groundwork. They have, in short, few 
of the bona fides that must characterize any in- 
stitation of — a But the best of them 
should be encour . and vot held up to ridi- 
cule, for their need will surely become more vi- 
dent as time passes.
